This office recommends general policies, 
plans and procedures for naval coopera- 
tien with other American Republics, and 
for naval instruction and training of per- 
sonnel of the Armed Forces from those 
countries where the United States has 
Missions, Advisory Groups or Commis- 
sions. The program is also extended to in- 
clude assistance in the procurement of 
material. 

In the Western Hemisphere, U. 8S. Naval 
Missions have been accredited to Brazil, 
Chile, Peru, Ecuador, Colombia and Vene- 
zuela. In the Argentine, there are four 
(. S. Naval Advisors to the Argentine 
Naval War College, each Advisor being 
under individual contract to the Argen- 
tine Government. The Naval Missions 
vary in size from 15 officers and 14 en- 
listed men in Brazil to three officers in 
Chile, the size being dependent upon spe- 
requests by the Governments con- 
cerned. 

Outside the Western Hemisphere are 
the U. S. Naval Advisory Group Survey 
Board in China, the U. S. Naval Group 
of the Joint Military Advisory Group in 
the Philippines, and the Naval Advisory 
Groups assigned to each of the U. 8. 
Missions for Aid to Turkey and Greece. 

In carrying out the spirit of coopera- 
tion in the Western Hemisphere the Mis- 
Sions function in accordance with the 
terms of executive agreements negotiated 
by the U. S. Department of State with 
the governments of the countries to which

ing, instruction and indoctrination of the 
personnel of the navies of the countries

For the Attention of the Congress 
HERD are many imperative reasons why Congress by instant action should 
adopt President Truman's recommendations for increasing our strength. 
As the Soviets only respect force, American possession of it would tend te 
halt their communistic advance, and thus preserve our own security and assure 
freedom and democracy for the world. The representations made by Secretary 
Marshall would be accepted at their true value and not disregarded and even 


flouted because of our weakness. 


Our soldiers and civilians would not be 


wantonly shot and held under arrest. Soviet satellites, expecting support from 
their master and fearing it would be denied, would refrain from provocative 
acts and withdraw support from communist columns, as in Greece, and com-. 
munist agitators, as in Italy and Scandinavia. Even though Russia has in being 


an Army of 4.5 million men and a large 


air force for their service, her military 


authorities know that we could provide superiority in intelligence and our 


incomparable industry could arm our 


forces with greater speed than even 


in the war; and it knows we would use the atom bomb. But all this is largely 
potential, and, repeating the mistake of the Axis Powers, the Soviets believe 


the processes of democracy will so delay 


our preparation that they could sweep 


to the shores of the Atlantic, the Mediterranean and the Pacific, and thus 
create the continental fortress Hitler relied upon, and from which we could 
be repelled. From our highest military authorities, including General Marshall, 
from our Occupation officials, and from the officers and men in contact with 
Russian aggressors, come the same urgent advice. It is pass the ERI’ bill, 
revive Selective Service, provide for UMT, and be ready to lend-lease the 
western European alliance. If these enactments be not made, if they be unnec- 
essarily delayed, the first victims of our failure to take the only measures that 
may halt war, would be the Occupation troops in Germany and Korea, and 
our officers and men in Greece and China, who would be overwhelmed by 
heavily superior Russian forces. Congress should realize that upon it rests 
the heavy responsibility not only of preserving freedom and democracy, but 
of saving from death or capture the sentinels we have in Europe and Asia. 
Therefore, let it act instantly as the President has proposed, and thereby force 
the Kremlin to realize that we mean business, and in this way promote peace 


and the principles in which we believe. 


Assignment of Army Officers | 

A new policy designed to bring about a 
better stabilization of officer personnel 
within the Army was promulgated to the 
Service this week. 

The new policy, contained in Depart 
ment of the Army Circular No. 62, which 
rescinds those portions of Circular 108 
(1947) pertaining to the same subject, is 
as follows: 

1. General.—The purpose of this circular is 
to effect better stabilization of officer person 
nel and to establish certain key assignments 
within the zone of interior. Since assign 
ments to foreign service and to schools 
the major causes of disruption to key activi 
ties, this circular will outline policies with 
respect to assignment to, and release from, 
designated key activities as it pertains to as 
signments to foreign service and schools 

2. Definitions.—For the purpose of 
circular the following will apply 

a. Foreign service.—Al! foreign service per 
formed since 7 December 1941. 

b. Key activities 

(1) Army Administrative Area (to include 
Office Secretary of Defense, Joint Chiefs of 
Staff activities, Secretary of the Army activi 
ties, Chief of Staff activities) 

(2) Staff and faculty, National War College 
and Industrial College of the Armed Forces 

(3) Staff and faculty, Armed Forces Staff 
College. 

(4) Staff and faculty, Command and Gen 
eral Staff College. 

(5) Staff and faculty, 
tary Academy. 

(6) Armed Forces Special 
ect. 

(7) Headquarters, Army Ground Forces. 

(8) Offices of chiefs of services. 

(9) Army headquarters and Headquarters, 
Military District of Washington (chiefs of 
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Sees Strengthening Air Power 

“The speed of aggression will increase 
if we become militarily weaker,” Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Navy for Air John 
Nicholas Brown told the Akron Women’s 
Chapter of the National Aeronautical As- 
sociation at its 24th Anniversary Found- 
er’s Day Program this week. 

Mr. Brown told the assembly that he 
thought it was difficult for Americans to 
accept the presence in the world of an 
ideology that “frankly and openly is built 
upon the concept of the conquest of the 
world, including the subjugation and en- 
slavement of ourselves.” 

Mr. Brown expressed a belief that 
American military air power has passed 
its low point and is moving forward and 
upward again, and that the present ses- 
sion of Congress will initiate a program 
to increase the strength of the U. S. Air 
Force and the air power of the Navy. 

It will take at least five years to re- 
build our air arms to an “effective D-day 
force under favcrable conditions,” he said. 
“The Navy's plan for the next five years 
calls for building up to a strength of 
14,500 planes, which is in a rough way the 
Naval counterpart of the Air Force’s 70- 
group program. That strength in planes, 
which presupposes the personnel to use 
them, would permit us to have in commis- 
sion sixteen fast carriers ready for ac- 


tion.” 
We must continue to build up our air 
power, the Assistant Secretary said, 


“building it to a degree which will reduce

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Reorganize AGF;; Field 
Armies Under C. of S. 


Designed to develop a fighting unit un- 
hampered by administrative work, the 
Department of the Army this week an- 
nounced Headquarters, Army Ground 
Forces, has been redesignated as of 15 
March, Office, Chief, Army Field Forces 
and will function as the field operating 
agency of the department within the con- 
tinental United States. 

The redesignated organization will de- 
velop the organization, composition, 
equipment, and training of Army combat, 
service and administrative units, Or- 
ganized Reserve Corps units and Reserve 
Officers Training Corps, and the National 
Guard will be included under this train- 
ing supervision. Direct communication is 
authorized between Army Commanders 
and the Chief, Army Field Forces on all 
matters relating to the functions and re- 
sponsibilities of the Chief, Army Field 
Forces. 

As pointed out in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL of 9 Aug. 1947, the study leading 
to the change has been in progress since 
enactment of the unification law. The 
Army Ground Forces were set up in 1942 
under a war reorganization which split 
the Army forces in three elements, the 
AGF, the Army Air Forces, and the Serv- 
ices of Supply (later renamed Army 
Service Force). The postwar reorganiza- 
tion of the General Staff, making the 
latter an operating as well as planning 
agency, abolished the Army Service 
Forces and placed most of its duties un- 
der direct control of the General Staff. 
When unification was enacted the Army 
Air Force was abolished as an agency of 
the War Department and became the new 
U. 8. Air Force. These moves left the 
AGF as the sole agency of the once three- 
headed operating headquarters of the De- 
partment. It was obvious that some 
changes were necessitated and the pres- 
ent reorganization is the result. 

Under the reorganization the Com- 
manding General of each of the Armies 
and the Military District of Washington 
will command all units, posts, camps, sta- 
tions and installations within their area. 
Excepted, however, will be those specifi- 
cally commanded by the Chief of Staff 
of the United States Air Force, a chief 
of a service or another Department of the 
Army agency. 

The six armies within the continental 
United States were formerly commanded 
by the Commanding General, Army 
Ground Forces. They will now be directly 
responsible to the Chief of Staff, U. 8. 
Army. All individuals, units and installa- 
tions formerly assigned to Headquarters, 
Army Ground Forces, except the Head- 
quarters itself, will be reassigned to the 
Army in which area they are located. 
Headquarters Army Ground Forces is re- 
designated as Office, Chief, Army Field 
Forces with such individuals and units 
assigned to it as at the present time. 

According to Maj. Gen. Charles L. 
Bolte, Chief of Staff of the redesignated 
organization, relief from paper work here- 
tofore handled by the Army Ground 
Forces, will enable the various commands

Joint Chiefs of Staff Meet 


“General accord” on points of disagree- 
ment between the Armed Services was 
reached by the Joint Chiefs of Staff at 
their meeting with Secretary of Defense 
Forrestal last weekend at the Naval Base, 
Key West, Fla. 

Secretary Forrestal’s announcement, 
issued after the meeting, did not go 
further than to say that the discussion 
covered “subjects in an area of disagree- 
ment between the Armed Services upon 
which the Joint Chiefs of Staff had not 
been able to reach a determination. Gen- 
eral accord was reached in all these areas 
and a number of basic decisions affecting 
the assigned functions, duties, and re- 
sponsibilities of the three Services were 
reached during the meeting.” 

“The substance of these decisions, 
which affect the long term development 
of procurement programs for the Army, 
Navy and Air Force,” the announcement 
said, “will be made public when they have 
been formalized and expressed in specific 
language and approved by the President.” 

At a press conference a few days be- 
fore the Key West parley, the Defense 
Secretary announced that he would at- 
tempt to decide “who does what with 
what.” Later when asked precisely what 
Wis meant by the statement, spokesmen 
for the Secretary stated that Mr. Forres- 
tal was speaking only of procurement and 
not of personnel, that unified procurement 
was a basic need, and that an attempt 
would be made to work out a better means 
of procuring necessary equipment, includ- 
ing aircraft, for the three services. 

At the Key West conference it is under- 
stood that the Chiefs of Staff have agreed 
to (1) increase the Armed Strength above 
present budget authorized strength for 
all services, (2) ask funds for a greater 
Air Force based upon recommendations 
of the President’s Air Policy Commission, 
and to strive for unification in fact. 

Meanwhile the President in his address 
to Congress called for temporary reen- 
actment of the Selective Service Law. 
Immediately the Department of the Army 
announced that the Judge Advocate Gen- 
erals Department was studying the exact 
legal status of the war to clarify powers 
granted under cetain legislation. 

It was pointed out by the Department 
that the President has only the power to 
call the National Guard to Federal duty 
for service within the continental United 
States. Congressional action is required to 
permit service by National Guard units 
outside the United States. 

“It is the view of personnel and legal 
officials in the Army,” the Department 
stated, “that new legislation would be re- 
quired to recall to duty veterans of World 
War II who served under the Selective 
Service Act.” 

Powers to call members of the Officers 
Reserve Corps and of the Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps to active duty against their 
will expired last year. It was emphasized 
that the Army is not now calling and has 
not called members of the Organized Re- 
serve to active duty against their will. 

Complete text of Secretary Forrestal’s 
report on the Key West conference is as 
follows: 

“The conference held at the Naval Base, 
Key West, Fla., between Secretary of Defense 
James Forrestal and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
adjourned on Sunday afternoon and all mem- 
bers participating had returned to Washing- 
ton by Monday evening.

NROTC Midshipmen Will Cruise 

More than 3,500 Naval ROTC Mid- 
shipmen will cruise from West Coast 
ports this Summer as part of their train- 
ing for Officers’ commissions in the Navy 
and Marine Corps. 

The Midshipmen, at present receiving 
their college education and Naval train- 
ing at Naval Reserve Officers Training 
Corps units established at 52 colleges and 
universities throughout the nation, will 
assemble at San Francico about 23 June. 
They will sail from there for cruises to 
various Pacific ports. 

Over half of the students are scheduled 
to leave San Francisco on 26 June in the 
battleship USS Iowa and the cruisers 
USS Pasadena, USS Springfield, and USS 
Astoria. Ports to be visited on the eight- 
week cruise will be Long Beach, Pearl 
Harbor, and San Diego. Capt. Harry W. 
Need, USN, Professor of Naval Science 
at the University of California, will be 
Officer in Charge. 

Two aircraft carriers, the USS Boxer 
and USS Princeton, will cruise the 
second largest group consisting of about 
1,265 students. They will have an eight- 
week cruise. Capt. Campbell D. Emory, 
USN, Professor of Naval Science at the 
University of Washington, will be in 
charge on this cruise. 

The third cruise will leave San Fran- 
cisco on 26 June with 320 students aboard 
the USS Duluth for a 21-day cruise. Capt. 
Burnett K. Culver, USN, Professor of 
Naval Science at the University of South- 
ern California, will be in charge. 





Brigade of Midshipmen Parades 

The Brigade of Midshipmen will hold 
their first outdoor parade of the spring 
season on Worden Field Thursday, 1

men, Capt. Frank T. Ward, on the oc- 
easion of the first parade.

James L. Holloway, jr., will take 
the honors with the 1948 Board of Visi- 
tors. 





Army of 900,000 Needed 

Testifying on Thursday before the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, National 
Defense Secretary James Forrestal indi- 
cated he will recommend a 33 per cent in- 
crease in the authorized strength of the 
Army. 

Secretary Forrestal said that after 
careful analysis the joint Chiefs of Staff 
have recommended that the strength of 
the Armed Services be increased. The 
Army now has only 550,000 of the 670,000 
men authorized. 

The exact size of the new Army to be 

recommended to Congress was not spe- 
cifically enumerated by the Secretary, but 
in reply to a question from Senator Rich- 
ard B. Russell (D-Ga.), Mr. Forrestal 
said, “The Army probably needs 900,000 
men.” 
. Pointing out that the Soviets have well 
over 100 divisions, ready for combat, the 
Secretary said Red satellite nations could 
put another 75 divisions in the field. 

Secretary of the Army Kenneth Royall, 
following Mr. Forrestal on the stand, said 
that in addition to actual combat troops, 
we need increased ground force person- 
nel for the Air Force, adding that this 
arm of the service must be “greatly in- 
creased” if we are to have effective de- 
fense. ' 





Detachable Fuselage Transport 

The U. S. Air Force has contracted for 
the development of a detachable fuselage 
aircraft to be known as the C-120 Pack- 
Plane. 

Based on the trailer-truck principle, the 
Pack-Plane will closely resemble the 
Packet C-119 in configuration. The plane 
itself is intended to serve as the air trac- 
tor, flying with or without its pack or 
fuselage. 

Like the C-119, the detachable fuselage 
aircraft will be powered with two engines 
with a take off rating of 3250 hp. Prelimi- 
nary designs call for a pack with a 9-ton 
payload capacity for a range of 2,000 
miles. As a medical unit, a pack will ac- 
commodate 36 litter patients and 8 at- 
tendants. 








Selection of Army Majors 

The Board for the selection of officers 
of the Regular Army for promotion to the 
permanent grade of major will be con- 
vened about the middle of April. The 
membership of the Board has not yet been 
determined upon. 

The Department is now processing, for 
presentation to the President, the names 
of the 1,300 officers selected for the perma- 
nent grade of lieutenant colonel. After 
Presidential approval of the list it will 
probably be submitted to the Senate for 
confirmation, but the actual appointments 
will not be made until after 30 June 1948, 
as provided in the Act. 

The lieutenant colonels’ board selec- 
tions together with the 600 now perma- 
nently in that grade and the 700 who 
become eligible upon completion of 21 
years’ service, will bring that grade up 
to 2,600. This is not the full strength 
authorized under the law, but it is planned 
to increase it gradually as the total Army 
strength makes it feasible. 

The majors’ board will pick about 1,700 
officers from among about 2,900 officers 
who have completed 10 but less than 14 
years’ service. The officers who are now 
permanent majors together with those 
who become eligible by reason of having 
completed 14 years’ service by 30 June 
total 1,800, so that after the selections 
are made there will be a total of 3,500 
permanent majors. This, just as in the 
lieutenant colonels’ grade, will be short 
of its authorized strength. 





Security Lies In Science 

Washington, 19 March—Our national 
security depends upon science in a world 
over which robot rockets can fly at 
3,000 miles an hour, Brig. Gen.-Sig. Res., 
David Sarnoff, President and Chairman 
of the Board, Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica declared here tonight. 

Speaking at an Edison Dinner, in honor 
of the late inventor Thomas A. Edison, 
the radio executive said that every coun- 
try is aware that to advance—even to 
survive—it must cultivate science. 

“Science in this era is public policy,” 
General Sarnoff asserted. “It is Govern- 
ment policy, for technology is the back- 
bone of our national security ... Our 
destiny is linked with young scientists 
and engineers,” he concluded. 





Personal Baggage to Guam 

The Department of the Army this week 
urged officers assigned to duty in the 
Guam-Marianas area to bring with them 
a small night table, a reading lamp, and 
a small, comfortable chair. 

According to Department of the Army 
Circular 61 dated 9 March, 1948, there is 
a shortage of such items in the area and 
instructions are outlined with respect to 
shipment of personal property. Packing 
and crating is authorized as necessary to 
effect shipment by freight within the zone 
of interior. Such movements will be 
charged against the PCS weight allow- 
ance of the officer concerned, but no penal- 
ty or extra charges will be assessed |¢- 
cause of split shipments.

Maj. Gen. George C. Beach, in command 
of Walter Reed General Hospital and the 
Army Medical Center, has issued a cor- 
dial invitation to the public to attend the 
Eater Sunrise Service to be held in the 
formal garden from 7:30 to 8:00 on Sun- 
day, 28 March. 

The program, conducted by Chaplain

Miller, Army Chief of Chaplains; and 
musical selections from the Memorial 
Chapel Choir and the 304th Army Band 
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Retirement Act 


The Senate Armed Services Committee 
will not begin hearings on the House 
passed H. R. 2744, to provide for retire- 
ment of Regular Army and Air Force 
Officers and to set up a retirement system 
for all reserve components until mid- 
April, at which time the Committee is 
expected to report favorably out a Bill 
for the establishment of Universal Mili- 
tary Training. 

Meanwhile, Chairman Chan Gurney 
(R-S.D.) stated that the technical staff of 
his Committee is studying the findings of 
the technical staff of the House Armed 
Services Committee. This procedure, 
with the two staffs working harmonious- 
ly, should serve to lessen the time the 
Senate Committee will need for consid- 
eration of the Retirement Bill when the 
UMT measure has moved on to the floor. 

A similar Retirement Bill passed the 
House during the second session of the 
79th Congress, but because of the de- 
termined objections of Senators Edwin 
0. Johnson (D-Colo.) and Lister Hill (D- 
Ala.) never reached the floor for debate. 
The former has declined comment on his 
opinion of the present measure, but from 
reliable sources it was learned that he 
is making a study of it in comparison 
with the bill he had previously opposed 
and that if certain features to which he 
objected have been modified he may with- 
draw his opposition. 

Senator Hill on Thursday told the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL that he now 
has no objections to the Bill and will vote 
for its passage. 

According to the Treasury Depart- 
ment: “It will cost relatively little during 
the early years, rising from about $1.5 
million in the first year to perhaps $7.0 
million in the tenth year. Thereafter the 
cost would continue to increase for sixty 
or seventy years to an annual figure 
which might exceed $400 milion.” 

These Treasury figures are based on an 
assumed ultimate reserve force of about 
2%, million men, of whom 200,000 would 
be officers. All enlisted men eligible to join 
the reserve, except for expected deaths 
prior to age 60, were assumed to qualify 
ultimately for an average pension of 
$500. Only 10 per cent of the reserve offi- 
cers surviving to age 60 were assumed to 
qualify for a pension averaging $1,000 
per annum. The Department stated that 
“this low percentage was assumed be- 
cause it appeared doubtful that many re- 
serve officers would be able to acquire the 
three-year minimum period of active 
duty. For this reason the cost with re- 
spect to reserve officers was estimated at 
only about 1.25 per cent of the total cost.” 

There follows a complete text of H. 
R. 2744—An Act to provide for the 
elimination of Regular Army and Regu- 
lar Air Force officers and for the retire- 
ment of officers, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army and the 
Regular Air Force, and to provide retire- 
ment benefits for members of the Reserve 
components of the Army of the United 
States, the Air Force of the United States, 
United States Navy and Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard—as it passed the House 
of Representatives on 11 March. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That this 
Act may be cited as the “Army and Air Force 
Vitalization and Retirement Equalization Act 
of 1948.” 

TITLE I 

ELIMINATION 
101. Notwithstanding any other pro- 
vision of law, the Secretary of the Army and 
the Secretary of the Air Force, for their re- 
spective services, are hereby authorized, for 
such causes as each may deem satisfactory, 
to remove any commissioned officer from the 
active list of the Regular Army or the Regu- 
lar Air Force, as the case may be, in the 
manner hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 102. Immediately following the enact- 
ment of this Act, and once annually there- 
after, the Secretary of the Army and the 
Secretary of the Air Force shall, for their 
respective services, each convene a selection 
board of five general officers, which shall re- 
view the records of all officers on the active 
list of the Regular Army or the Regular Air 
Force, as the case may be, to determine which 
of such officers shall be required to show cause 
why they should be retained on the active list. 
Selection of any officer to show cause for re- 
tention shall be based upon his failure to 
achieve such standards of performance as the 
— Secretary shall by regulations pre- 

re. 

See. 103. Any officer selected to show cause 
for retention shall be accorded a fair and 
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impartial hearing before a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of not less than three general offi- 
cers, convened at such place or places as the 
cognizant Secretary may prescribe to receive 
evidence and to make findings and recom- 
mendations as to the officer’s fitness to be 
retained on the active list. If the Board of 
Inquiry recommends the retention of any offi- 
cer on the active list, his case shall there 
upon be closed and shall not be subject to 
further action, except that such officer may 
again be selected to show cause for retention 
at any future time in accordance with the 
provisions of section 1@2 of this title. 

Sec. 104. The Board of Inquiry shall forward 
the record of its proceedings in each case in 
which it recommends the removal of any offi- 
cer from the active list to a board of review, 
consisting of not less than five general officers, 
convened by the cognizant Secretary at such 
time as he deems appropriate, to review each 
such case and make recommendations as to 
the retention of the officer concerned on the 
active list. If the Board of Review recom- 
mends the retention of any officer on the active 
list, his case shall thereupon be closed and 
shall not be subject to further action, except 
that such officer may again be selected to 
show cause for retention at any future time 
in accordance with the provisions of section 
102 of this title. If the Board of Review rec- 
ommends against the retention of any officer 
on the active list, such recommendation shall 
be transmitted to the cognizant Secretary for 
his action thereon. The action of the Secre- 
tary of the Army or the Secretary of the 
Air Force, as the case may be, in removing 
any officer from the active list shall be final 
and conclusive: Provided, That at any time 
prior to his removal from the active list the 
application of any officer for honorable dis- 
charge or voluntary retirement under this 
Act or any other provision of law may, if the 
applicant is otherwise qualified therefor, be 
granted by the cognizant Secretary: Provided 
further, That any officer discharged on his 
own application under the provisions of this 
section shall be granted serverance benefits as 
provided in section 106 (b). 

See. 105. Any officer who is under consid- 
eration for removal from the active list shall 
be allowed to appear in person or by counsel 
at proceedings before any Board of Inquiry or 
any Board of Review, and shall, at all stages 
of the proceedings, be allowed full access to 
and furnished copies of records relevant to 
his case. No person shall sit as a member of 
more than one of the boards convened under 
sections 102, 103, or 104 of this title in the 
consideration of the case of the same officer. 

Sec. 106. Each officer removed from the 
active list of the Regular Army or the Regu- 
lar Air Force pursuant to this title shall— 

(a) if on the date of removal he is eligible 
for voluntary retirement under any provision 
of law then in effect, he shall be retired in the 
grade and with the retired pay to which he 
would be entitled if he were retired upon his 
own application ; 

(b) if on the date of removal he is not 
eligible for voluntary retirement, be honorably 
discharged in the grade then held, with 
severance pay equal to one month’s base and 
longevity pay, being received at the date of 
such removal, multiplied by the number of 
years of his active Federal commissioned serv- 
ice: Provided, That the total severance pay 
shall not exceed one year’s base and longevity 
pay so computed: Provided further, That a 
fractional part of a year amounting to six 
months or more shall be counted as a complete 
year for the purpose of computing amount of 
severance pay only. 

Sec. 107. (a) Immediately following the 
enactment of this Act, the Secretary of the 
Army and the Secretary of the Air Force, 
for their respective services, shall transmit 
the records of all proceedings in the case of 
each person heretofore removed from the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army or the Regular 
Air Force, as the case may be, pursuant to 
the provisions of section 2 of the joint resolu- 
tion of July 29, 1941 (55 Stat. 606), to a 
3oard of Review convened under section 104 
of this title. Each person so removed shall be 
notified of the reference of his case to such 
Board of Review, and shall be accorded op- 
portunity to appear before the board in per- 
son or by counsel. After full and fair con- 
sideration of all the facts and circumstances 
of each such case as they existed at the time 
of reme ‘al, the board shall transmit to the 
Secretary of the Army or to the Secretary 
of the Air Force, as appropriate, a report 
thereon containing its findings of fact, its 
conclusion on the question whether such re 
moval was justified, and its recommendation 
on the question whether the officer affected 
should be restored to the active list pursuant 
to the provisions of this section. 

(b) In each such case in which the Secre- 
tary of the Army or the Secretary of the 
Air Force approves a recommendation for the 
restoration of any person to the active list 
of the Regular Army or the Regular Air Force, 
he shall transmit the record of proceedings 
to the President, who is authorized and re- 
quested to appoint such person, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, as a 
commissioned officer on the active list of the 
Regular Army or the Regular Air Force, as 
the case may be, in the grade and with the 
seniority which he would have attained by 
operation of law if he had not been removed 
therefrom. In all other cases the action taken 
by the Secretary of the Army or the Secre 





tary of the Air Force, for their respective 
services, shall be final and conclusive for all 
purposes. The cognizant Secretary shall trans- 
mit to each person affected a copy of the 
report made by the Board of Review in his 
case and written notice as to the disposition 
thereof. 

(c) In determining length of active Federal 
commissioned service for all purposes of pay, 
allowances, appointment, promotion, and re- 
tirement, each person restored to the active 
list of the Regular Army or the Regular Air 
Force pursuant to the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed to have served as an 
officer on the active list of the service con- 
cerned from the date of his removal therefrom 
to the date of his restoration thereto, and 
upon restoration shall be carried as an addi- 
tional number in the grade in which restored 
to the active list or in any grade to which he 
thereafter may be promoted. Each officer so 
restored shall be accorded all other rights, 
benefits, and privileges to which he would have 
been entitled if he had not been removed from 
the active list, except those based upon active 
servite in time of war or emergency not in fact 
performed by him. 

Sec. 108. (a) The Secretary of the Army 
and the Secretary of the Air Force may pro- 
mulgate for their respective services such 
regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this title. 

(b) No back pay, allowances, or compensa- 
tion shall accrue to any person by reason of 
the enactment of any provision of this title. 

Sec. 109. Section 24b of the National De- 
fense Act, as amended by the Act of June 4, 
1920 (41 Stat. 773), and the joint resolution 
of July 29, 1941 (55 Stat. 606), are hereby 
repealed. 

TITLE It 
RETIREMENT OF OFFICERS AND WAR- 
RANT OFFICERS OF THE REGULAR ARMY 
AND THE REGULAR AIR FORCE 

Sec. 201. Effective upon the enactment of 
this title the Secretary of the Army and the 
Secretary of the Air Force shall each establish 
for their respective services an officers’ re- 
tired list, to be published annually in the 
official Register of the service concerned, upon 
which shall be placed the names of all the 
commissioned officers of the Regular Army or 
the Regular Air Force, as the case may be, 
heretofore or hereafter retired from active 
service under any provision of law, without 
limit to the number of officers who may be 
placed thereon. Any provision of law requir- 
ing commissioned officers of the Regular Army 
or the Regular Air Force to be placed on the 
limited or unlimited retired list hereafter 
shall be deemed to refer to the officers’ retired 
list established pursuant to this section. 

Sec. 202. That portion of section 5 of the 
Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat. 507), as 
amended by section 3 of the Act of June 13, 
1940 (54 Stat. 380; 10 U. 8S. C. 943a, 971b), 
ending with the colon following the first 
proviso thereof is hereby further amended to 
read as follows: “That any officer on the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army, the Regular 
Air Force, or Philippine Scouts or any officer 
of the reserve components of the Army of the 
United States or of the Air Force of the 
United States who shall have completed not 
less than twenty or more than thirty years’ 
active Federal service in the armed forces of 
the United States, at least ten years of which 
shall have been active commissioned service, 
may in the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Army or the Secretary of the Air Force, as 
the case may be, be retired upon his own 
application with annual pay equal to 2% per 
centum of the annual active duty base and 
longevity pay of the rank with which retired, 
multipled by the number of years of service 
credited for longevity pay purposes and not 
to exceed a total of 75 per centum of such 
annual active duty base and longevity pay: 
Provided, That in computing the number of 
years of such service for the purpose of de 
termining the percentage of active-duty an- 
nual pay, and for no other purpose, any frac- 
tional part of a year amounting to six months 
or more shall be counted as a complete year.” 

Sec. 203. (a) Each commissioned officer of 
the Regular Army or the Regular Air Force 
heretofore or hereafter retired under any pro- 
vision of law shall be advanced on the applli- 
cable officers’ retired list to the highest tempo- 
rary grade satisfactorily held by him, as de- 
termined by the cognizant Secretary, during 
the period September 9, 1940, to June 30, 
1946, and shall receive retired pay at the 
rate prescribed by law, computed on the basis 
of the base and longevity pay which he would 
receive if serving on active duty in such higher 
grade. 

(b) That the second proviso under the 
heading “Retired Officers” of the Act approved 
June 12, 1906 (34 Stat. 245; 10 U. 8. C. 
946), is hereby repealed. 

(c) That section 5 of the Act 
August 21, 1941 (5 Stat. 653), is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 5. Warrant officers shall be entitled 
to retirement under the same conditions as 
commissioned officers: Provided, That here 
after warrant officers may, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Army or the Secre- 
tary of the Air Force, whichever may be 
concerned, be retired after twenty years of 
active service; Provided further, That a war- 
rant officer retired after twenty years of ac- 
tive service shall receive retired pay at the 
rate of 2% per centum of the annual active 
duty base and longevity pay at the time of 
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retirement multiplied by the number of years 
of service credited for longevity pay purposes 
and not to exceed 75 per centum of such an- 
nual, active duty base and longevity pay: 
Provided further, That a fractional year of 
six months or more shall be considered a full 
year in computing the number of years’ serv- 
ice by which the rate of 2% per centum is 
multipled: And provided further, That any 
warrant officer heretofore or hereafter retired 
under any provision of law shall upon the 
completion of thirty years’ service, to include 
the sum of his active service and his service 
on the retired list, be advanced on the retired 
list to the highest temporary officer, flight 
officer, or warrant officer grade satisfactorily 
held by him as determined by the cognizant 
Secretary during the period September 9, 
1940, to June 30, 1946, and shall receive re- 
tired pay at the rate prescribed by law com- 
puted on the basis of the base and longevity 
pay which he would receive if serving on ac- 
tive duty in such higher grade: And provided 
further, That any warrant officer, heretofore 
or hereafter retired for disability incident to 
service, if entitled to advanced retired grade 
and increased retired pay under the provisions 
of this title, shall receive such advanced grade 
and increased pay immediately upon his re- 
tirement.” 

(a) Each member of the Army Nurse Corps, 
established by chapter V of the Act of July 
9, 1918 (40 Stat. 879), as amended, heretofore 
or hereafter retired under any provision of 
law shall be advanced on the Nurse Corps 
retired list to a grade with relative rank equal 
to the highest grade in which, or to the highest 
relative or commissioned rank with which, 
she served satisfactorily, as determined by the 
Secretary of the Army, during the period 
September 9, 1940, to June 30, 1946, which- 
ever is higher, and shall receive retired pay 
at the rate prescribed by law computed on the 
basis of the base and longevity pay which 
she would receive if serving on active duty in 
such grade or with such relative or commis- 
sioned rank. 

(e) Each enlisted man of the Regular Army 
or the Regular Air Force heretofore or here- 
after retired under any provision of law, shall 
upon the completion of thirty years of serv- 
ice, to include the sum of his active service 
and his service on the retired list, be advanced 
to the highest temporary commission, war- 
rant, or enlisted grade satisfactorily held by 
him, as determined by the cognizant Secre- 
tary, during the period September 9, 1940, to 
June 30, 1946, and shall receive retirement 
pay at the rate prescribed by law but based 
upon such higher temporary rank or grade: 
Provided, That any enlisted man heretofore 
or hereafter retired for disability incident to 
service, if entitled to advanced retired grade 
and increased retired pay under the provisions 
of this title, shall receive such advanced grade 
and increased pay immediately upon his retire 
ment. 

Sec. 204. (a) Members of the Regular Army 
or the Regular Air Force heretofore retired 
who were called to active duty during World 
War II and who are entitled under subsections 
(a), (ce), (4), and (e) of section 203 of this 
title, to advancement on the retired list by 
reason of having held a higher temporary 
rank or grade shall have their retired rank 
or grade and retired-pay status changed to 
grant any increase benefits provided by that 
section, 

(b) Members of the Regular Army or the 
Regular Air Force retired during World War 


Il but not recalled to active duty and who 
are entitled under subsections (a), (c), (d), 
and (e) of section 203 of this title, to ad- 


vancement on the retired list by reason of 
having held a higher temporary rank or grade 
shall have their retired rank or grade and 
retired-pay status changed to grant any in- 
crease benefits provided by that section. 

(c) No person recalled to active duty after 
retirement shall be entitled, by the enactment 
of this title, to be recalled in any rank or grade 
higher than that to which he or she would 
otherwise be entitled. 

See. 205. (a) The Secretary of the Army 
and the Secretary of the Air Force may pro- 
mulgate for their respective services such 
regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this title. 

(b) Nothing contained in this title shall 
be construed to deprive any person of any 
higher retired grade or rank, or any greater 
retired or retirement pay to which he or she 
may be entitled under any other provision of 
law. 

TITLE Ill 
RETIREMENT WITH PAY OF OFFICERS 
AND ENLISTED PERSONNEL OF THB NA-

Sec. 301 (a) The Secretary of the Army is 
authorized to establish the Army of the United 
States Retired List and the Secretary of the 
Air Force is authorized to establish the Air 
Force of the United States Retired List, to be 
published annually in the official Register of 
the service concerned, upon which respectively

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RO Uniform Allowance 


According to a Comptroller General de- 
cision (B-69826) reserve officers on active 
duty training for three months or less 
may not be paid the $250 uniform allow- 
ance granted by law to those on duty for 
longer than a period of 3 months. 

An official digest of the decision 
follows: 

“The $250 uniform allowance authorized by 
section 2 of the act of December 4, 1942, for 
officers of the Army of the United States ‘ac- 
cepted for active duty,’ may not be paid to 
officer members of the reserve components of 
the Army for periods of active-duty training 
of three months or less; however, where offi- 
cers are accepted for active duty for periods 
in excess of three months, for training or 
otherwise, payment of such clotiing allow- 
ance may be made, subject to such adminis- 
trative limitations as may be imposed upon 
the right to payment.”

Sec. Draper to Tokyo 

Secretary of the Army Royall an- 
nounced on 15 March that Under Secre- 
tary William H. Draper, jr., and a joint 
governmental-industrial group were leay- 
ing for Tokyo on 16 March to consult with 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur 
on economic and export problems of the 
Far East Command. 

The group was directed by Mr.. Royall 
to consider the existing plans to make 
Japan self-supporting and to reduce costs 
of occupation to the American taxpayer, 
Expansion of exports, particularly in the 
textile field, and the recommendations re- 
cently made by the Overseas Consultants, 
Ine., on industrial reparations, will be 
given special-consideration. 

Mr. Royall had planned to head the 
group himself but Congressional hearings 
on UMT, the budget, and other military 
matters scheduled for the next few weeks, 
necessitated his postponing his own trip 
for a later date. The party will include: 

Mr. Paul G. Hoffman, President, Studebaker 
Corporation, South Bend, Ind.; Mr. Sidney H. 
Scheuer, Scheuer and Company, textile brok- 
ers, New York City; Mr. Robert F. Loree, 
National Foreign Trade Council, New York 
City; Dr. Joseph F. Jacobs, political adviser 
to Lt, Gen. John R, Hodge, Commanding 
General, U. S. Army Military Government in 
Korea; Dr. Herbert Feis, Special Economic 
Adviser to the Secretary of the Army; Mr. 
Frederic A. Williams, former Chairman of 
Cannon Mills, who will remain in Japan as 
Textile Merchandising Consultant to General 
MacArthur; Mr. Percy Johnston, former 
Chairman of Chemical Bank, who is scheduled 
to join the group in Honolulu; Mr. Francis 
S. Walker, Special Assistant to the Under Sec- 
retary of the Army; Lt, Col. Trevor N. Dupuy, 
Assistant Executive to the Under Secretary; 
Col. Raymond M, Cheseldine of the Civil Af- 
fairs Division planning staff, and Lt. Col. 
Robert S. Spencer, General Staff. 

The party is expected to spend about ten 
days in Japan and then proceed to Korea 
where conferences will be held with Lt. Gen.

European Command 

Many vacancies exist in administrative, 
technical, and supervisory capacities in 
the EC, which might be filled by non- 
regular Army Officers who are being sepa- 
rated from the AUS, or who are eligible 
for separation, as a result of recent De- 
partment of the Army rulings. 

The Services, Supply and Procurement 
Division of Headquarters, EUCOM, has 
been redesignated as the Logistics Divi- 
sion. Maj. Gen. Carter S. Magruder will 
continue as Director of the newly desig- 
nated division. 

With the termination of the American 
Red Cross Club program in EUCOM on 
31 March, the permanent American Red 
Cross services provided for in the Charter 
and in U. 8. Army regulations, will con- 
tinue. Closing of the last 18 ARC Clubs 
between now and 31 March will mark the 
end of an emergency service instituted in 
1942 at the request of the War Depart- 
ment and the Commander-in-Chief, Bu- 
ropean Theater of Operations.

Quarters Allowances 

According to a decision (B-73308) of 
the Comptroller General, naval personnel 
furnished quarters by the Greek and 
Turkish Governments are not entitled to 
rental and quarters allowances. 

An official digest of the decision fol- 
lows: 

“The furnishing of quarters by the Greek 
and Turkish Governments without charge to 
naval personnel detailed thereto pursuant to 
the act of 22 May, W447, is a furnishing of 
quarters on behalf of the United States, and, 
therefore, such personnel are not entitled to 
rental and qyarters allowances authorized by 


sections 6 and 10 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 12, as amended, even though the 
act of 19 May 1926, as amended—incorporated 


IMT act-—authorizes the 
neceptance of such quarters in addition to 
the pay and allowances ‘whereto entitled’ in 
the Navy.

Rank of Navy Law Specialists 


To effect a readjustment of “the grade 
and rank of Navy Law specialists so as 
to place them in proper relation to each 
other and on an equal footing with line 
officer contemporaries,” Representative 
Arends (R-IIl.), this week introduced H. 
R. 5837. 

By the provisions of the bill, officers 
commissioned in the past or future in the 
Navy and assigned to law-specialist duty, 
who were “admitted to practice law be- 
fore the bar of any State, Territory, or 
the District of Columbia prior to appoint- 
ment in the Navy, would have the same 
grade, but would have an earlier date of 
rank and precedence over,” and would 
“be placed on the lineal list of the Navy 
immediately ahead of the officer highest 
on the lineal list among officers regularly 
promoted who were commissioned as en- 
signs in the line of the Navy during 
the three years prior to the date on which 
the stated officers were admitted to the 
practice of law.” Promotion would accrue 
as in the cases of other officers of the 
same rank, 

The submitted bill provides (1) that 
“no officer shall be considered to 
have been admitted to practice law prior 
to 1 Jan., 1937"; (2) that the bill, if 
enacted, would not “reduce the rank or 
precedence” of the stated officers; and 
(3) “precedence among officers who have 
the same rank and date of rank pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act, shall be 
determined by their respective precedence 
prior to the effective date of this Act 
(30 days after enactment).”

Adm. Buck to RCA 


Rear Adm. Walter Albert Buck, USN- 
(Ret.), former Paymaster General and 
Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts in the Department of the Navy, 
hag been elected President of Radioma- 
rine Corporation of America, it was an- 
nounced this week by Brig. Gen. David 
Sarnoff, President and Chairman of the 
Board of Radio Corporation of America. 

Voluntarily retiring on 1 March, Ad- 
miral Buck ended a distinguished career 
of thirty years in the Navy. He had served 
as Paymaster General and Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts from 1 
Oct. 1946, to his retirement. For his war- 
time services, he was awarded the Legion 
of Merit and other honors. 

Admiral Buck was born in Oskaloosa, Kan., 
4 June 1895. He was graduated by Kansas 
State College of Agriculture and Applied 
Science with a Bachelor of Science degree in 
Electrical Engineering in 1913 and received 
a Master of Science degree from the same 
college in 1916. 

Commissioned an Ensign in the Navy on 
30 July 1917, Admiral Buck served in World 
War I as supply officer on the USS Canan- 
daigua, Following the war, he received a va- 
riety of assignments, including four years in 
the Planning Division of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts. 

At the outbreak of World War II, Admiral 
Buck was a Commander, serving as force 
supply officer on the staff of Vice Adm, Arthur 
L. Bristol, USN, Commander, Support Force, 
Atlantic Fleet. For his war services on this 
assignment, he was awarded the Legion of 
Merit. 

In February, 1942, Admiral Buck was at- 
tached to the Office of Procurement and Ma- 
terial, Navy Department, Washington, D. C. 
and in January, 1943, he was assigned for 
duty as supply officer of the Navy Yard in 
Philadelphia. 

In 1945, Admiral Buck was Director of the 
Navy Material Redistribution and Disposal 
Administration and then Chief of the Prop- 
erty Disposition Branch, Material Division. 
Prior to his promotion as Paymaster General 
and Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, he served seven months as Assistant 
Chief of that Bureau.

Restoration of USS Constellation 


Secretary of the Navy John L. Sullivan 
has extended invitations to representative 
citizens throughout the United States to 
meet with him next month to assist in 
raising funds for the restoration of the 
USS Constellation. 

By provisions of Senate Bill S-1796, re- 
cently signed by President Truman, no 
action can be taken to repair, equip or 
restore the vessel until the Navy Depart. 
ment has received at least 75 per cent of 
the estimated cost. The restoration wil! 
require approximately $1,000,000 and, as 
in the restoration of the USS Constitu- 
tion, Secretary Sullivan believes that the 
money should come from a great many 
small donations rather than from a few 
large gifts. 

“It is hoped that the participation of 
our citizens in the restoration of this 
glorious ship, which so fittingly symbol- 
izes the epic struggle of a small democ- 
racy to retain its freedom, will help to 
perpetuate the ideals upon*which our 
great nation was founded,” Mr. Sullivan 
said. 

The Constellation, now more than 150 
years old, is the oldest vessel in the United 
States Navy, antedating “Old Ironsides,” 
the USS Constitution, by little more than 
one month. The vessel is one of the six 
authorized in the Act of Congress ap 
proved by President George Washington 
in 1794 for the purpose of protecting our 
commerce against the Barbary powers. 

Provisions of the act authorize th 
Secretary of the Navy to “repair, equip, 
and restore the frigate Constellation, as 
far as may be practicable, to her original 
condition, but not for active service.’ The 
act further empowers the Secretary to ac- 
cept and use any donations or contribu 
tions which may be offered for this pur 
pose. 

Since the latter part of 1946 the vesse! 
has been located at the Boston Naval 
Shipyard where she was moved from 
Newport pending Congressional action 
authorizing her restoration. 





Academy Radio Programs 


The U. S. Naval Academy at An- 
napolis, Md., has inaugurated a lively 
new radio series which can be heard over 
station WANN, each Sunday afternoon 
at one o’clock. 

The series, begun as a sports feature, 
has become so popular it is planned to 
continue it through April. 

A second series of broadcasts, heard 
over WASL from 4:30 to 4:45 on Wed- 
nesdays is produced and directed entirely 
by the Midshipmen. 

A weekly Mutual Broadcast heard on 
Tuesdays from 12:30 to 1:00 with the 
Naval Academy Band and Helen Hall in 
her “Who’s Here” series, is also good 
listening. In addition the Academy has 
televised many sports events which were 
held during the past winter.

of the U. S. Naval Academy textbooks. 
Similarly, recruit training schools, trade 
schools, and specialist scheols, patterned 
after those in the U. S. Navy, have been 
established at the request of those coun- 
tries while U. S. Navy methods of main- 
tenance and operation are being adopted 
in afloat training. 

In consequence of Congressional au- 
thorization, personnel of the Latin Amer- 
iean Republics, China, Greece, Turkey, 
and the Philippines have been trained in 
U. S. Navy installations. This has con- 
sisted of operational training of foreign 
crews in the use of vessels purchased or 
acquired from the United States, and of 
certain educational training such as in 


the Damage Control Training Center in 
Philadelphia, the U. S. Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, and the General Line 
School in Newport, R. I. There are at 


present 15 Latin American midshipmen 
at Annapolis and 20 Latin American offi- 
cers in the General Line School in New- 
port. About 40 student aviators from 
Latin America are given basic pilot train- 
ing each year in the Naval Basic Air 
Training Command. 

It is most important that our Naval 
representatives in foreign countries have 
exceptional ability to work well with 
others, and be capable of making friends 
quickly. Personnel selected for duty with 
Naval Missions and Advisory Groups 
must not only be screened as to their pro- 
fessional qualifications prior to assign- 
ment, but also with regard to their per- 
sonal qualifications and language ability. 
Those selected are given temporary duty 
in the Office of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions for about two months. During this 
time, each officer and enlisted man is given 
pertinent information and an intensive 
course of instruction in the language of 
the country to which he will be assigned. 

The Office of Pan American Affairs 
and U. S. Naval Missions serves as @ cen- 
tral ageney for processing requests for 
naval material and equipment of all types 
and classifications for Latin American 
Governments and Naval Missions. On pro- 
curement, it acts, generally, as liaison 
between the Naval Purchasing Commis- 
sions and Naval and Air Attaches of 
Latin American countries in Washington. 
If material cannot be made available 
from Navy sources, they are informed of 
other sources of supply. 

During the last year, through the pro- 
visions of the Surplus Property Act, an 
interim program of assistance to the other 
Latin American Republics was carried 
out permitting them to purchase surplus 
auxiliary-type ships and minor patrol 
vessels and landing craft. 

In the years since 1917 when U. S. naval 
assistance was first requested by a foreign 
power, Brazil, Naval Missions have, in ac- 
complishing their technical assignments, 
contributed materially to the advance- 
ment of friendly and cultural interna- 
tional relations.

to concentrate upon training and educa- 
tion and eventually develop a larger num- 
ber of troops in fewer stations. 

“When finally completed,” 
Bolte told a press conference, “the re- 
designated organization will be keyed as 
near as possible to wartime emergency, 
although the changeover has nothing to 
do with the current world situation.” 

General Bolte said it was his opinion 
that those in charge of planning, training 
and education of combat units had in the 
past been too preoccupied with personnel 
problems and other “red tape” and other 
more important phases of organization 
had suffered. 

“The reorganization,” he said, “will 
permit both men and officers to get into 
the field more often and for greater pe- 
riods of time rather than being tied down 
to a desk. By divesting ourselves of many 
of the Administration problems, we will 
be able to do a better all-around job in 
the field.” 

General Bolte predicted that in the 
future approximately two-thirds of the 
officers of the Regular Army would be 
recruited from the Reserves, National 
Guard, and OCS with the United States 
Military Academy making up the rest. 

According to the Department of the 
Army the new directive putting into effect 
the reorganization will give supervisory 
and coordinating functions of the new 
Office, Chief, Army Field Forces over all 
Army units of the National Guard, the 
training aspects of the National Security 
Training Program (UMT), all aspects of 
training affecting the field armies at all 
schools, the preparation of all literature 
pertaining to the training of individuals 
and units utilized in a field army. 

In addition the redesignated organiza- 
tion will assume supervision and 
ordination of such boards as are neces- 
sary to insure continued research and 
development of items of equipment in 
which units assigned to a field army have 
a primary interest and initiate require- 
ments for those items. 

In this regard, General Bolte explained 
that the redesignated group would be 
permitted to enter schools of the various 
service branches and make suggestions 
for additions in curriculum that 
students would be better fitted to take 
their places under actual combat condi- 
tions. 

The Office, Chief, Army Field Forces 
will also develop and prepare doctrine 
pertaining to the tactical and technical 
employment of individuals and units 
utilized in a field army, and to the ma- 
teriel and equipment necessary in the 
performance of their missions. It will 
make recommendations concerning allot- 
ments for the organization of military and 
civilian overhead necessary for training. 

General Jacob L. Devers will be Chief 
of the redesignated organization and will 
report to General Omar N. Bradley, Chief 
of Staff. 

In this capacity, General Devers will be 
authorized to communicate directly with 
all schools and activities under Army 
command on matters concerning the 
execution of his functions and respon- 
sibilities, and to issue the necessary in-

structions to insure such execution, Com- 
munication is also authorized with 
schools and activities assigned to the 


Technical and Administrative Services. 
The closest collaboration and coordina- 
tion will be exercised with the Technical 
and Administrative Services in all mat- 
ters of joint interest. 

Headquarters of the organization will 
remain at Ft. Monroe, Va. 





Admiral Adams Honored 


Rear Adm. J. C. Adams, MC, USN, was 
recently honored by his appointment to 
Honorary Commander of the Military Di- 
vision of the Most Excellent Order of the 
British Empire. 

Admiral] Adams’ new distinction ex- 
presses the British Empire's recognition 
of his contribution to the allied war effort 
while serving as Chief of the Division of 
Aviation Medicine. 

Admiral Adams was cited for “the care 
and medical supervision which was af- 
forded to flying personnel by his service, 
and his contribution to the advance of 
aviation medicine which was of very 
great value to the allied cause.”

Arming Merchant Vessels 

With less than three minutes’ debate, 
the Senate this week passed and sent to 
the House 8. 1107, a Bill providing for 
continuing authority for the arming of 
American merchant vessels in time of 
war or national emergency. The measure 
had the unanimous approval of the Armed 
Services Committee. 

Authority for arming of merchant ves- 
sels as provided for in the Act of 17 Nov. 
1941, was repealed at the last session of 
Congress, along with other wartime emer- 
gency powers, as of 1 July 1948. 

In explaining the Bill to his colleagues, 
Senator Chan Gurney (R-S.D.), Chair- 
man of the Armed Services Committee, 
said its purpose is to place on the statute 
books continuing authority for the arm- 
ing of American merchant vessels in the 
event of future war or national emer- 
gency. 

“At the start of the late war,” Senator 
Gurney continued, “there were on the 
statute books many bits of legislation 
which automatically came into operation, 
thereby saving considerable time which 
would have been required for their enact- 
ment. 

“This bill is the type of law which 
should be permanently available when 
war or a national emergency is declared,” 
he concluded. 

In its simplest terms, the measure au- 
thorizes the President, through such 
agencies of the military establishment as 
he may designate, to arm, or to permit 
or to cause to be armed, vessels in the 
American merchant fleet.

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U.S.A.F. Undecided on Meyers 


Should court-martial proceedings be 
brought against Bennett BE. Meyers, the 
action will not be instituted until all civil 
actions, including appeals, have been com- 
pleted, the Department of the Air Force 
disclosed this week. 

Meyers, retired wartime Assistant 
Chief of Procurement for the Air Forces, 
was sentenced this week to 20 months to 
five years in jail after a District of Co- 
lumbia jury had found him guilty on three 
counts of subordination of perjury, aris- 
ing out of the testimony of a former subor- 
dinate before a Senate Subcommittee in- 
vestigating his activities while in the pro- 
curement post. He wag remanded to jail 
without bail pending appeal. 

At USAF Headquarters it was learned 
that the Meyers case is under considera- 
tion but no decision as to what action 
may be taken had been reached. 

Meanwhile it was pointed out that 
Meyers could be tried under the 95th Ar- 
ticle of War (conduct unbecoming an offi- 
cer) or any of the perjury charges that 
have not been used during the course of 
civil trials, 

Another course of action could take the 
form of dismissal from the service for ab- 
sence over 90 days. 

Air Forces Headquarters stated that 
he could not be tried for war fraud be- 
cause of the statute of limitations. The 
two-year period has passed. 

Should Meyers be tried under either the 
95th Article of War, or should he be dis- 
missed from the service entirely, he could 
not be held by the Air Forces for a jail 
sentence.

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USAF Personnel Strength 
The U. S. Air Force this month reached 
the 312,000 enlisted strength ceiling set 


by the President’s budget message to Con- ° 


gress and is accepting new recruits no 
faster than it loses men through normal 
separations and terminations of enlist- 
ment. 

Except for high school graduates who 
qualify for enrollment in the Aviation 
Career Plan, the USAF will enlist only 
5,100 men during March and 4,000 in 
April. More than 14,000 men enlisted in 
January ; 11,270 during February. 

Under the Aviation Career Plan, for 
which the USAF will not limit enlist- 
ments, qualified men can apply for and 
be assured, even before they enlist, of spe- 
cialized technical training of their own 
choice. 

However, enlistment requirements for 
the USAF are being tightened by elimi- 
nating all waivers for age and physical 
shortcomings, and by restricting most en- 
listments to unmarried men. The only 
married men who will be accepted by the 
Air Force will be those with prior mili- 
tary service who can qualify for enlist- 
ment in the upper three grades, and 
former Air Force personnel who reenlist 
in their former grades within 90 days of 
their discharge. 

Officer strength in the USAF now 
stands within a few hundred of the 48,000 
recommended in the President’s budget 
message. 

At least 50 per cent of all new United 
States Air Force enlistees are promoted 
to private first class after four months of 
service, a survey by the Air Force has 
disclosed. 

Until last November, the USAF re- 
quired a new private to serve at least six 
months before becoming eligible for pro- 
motion. At that time a new policy, made 
possible by the influx of top-quality en- 
listed men into the USAF, permitted pro- 
motion after four months. Thereafter, 
many enlistees were made privates first 
class upon completion of basic training 
at the Air Force's Indoctrination Train- 
ing Center at Lackland Air Force Base, 
San Antonio, Texas. 

Only one of every nine of the 312,000 
enlisted men in the USAF is a private. 





Air Transportation Symbol 

The eagle and swastika—symbols of 
Nazi ideology—which towered atop a 30- 
foot marble column above the U. S, Air 
Force passenger terminal building at 
Rhein Main Air Base, Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, have been removed, and in their 
place will be raised an international air 
transportation symbol, conceived by two 
Air Force corporals and contributed to 
the USAF by the people of Frankfurt. 

Corporals Boyd Moore and Henry 
Cypriano, clerk-typists with an Air Force 
Engineer unit, were awarded a tour of 
European air bases for their contest- 
winning design, a globe five feet in dia- 
meter, circled by three jet-propelled air- 
craft, and watched over by a closed-wing 
Dove of Peace. Most entries in the contest 
were variations of the theme of interna- 
tionalism over nationalism. 

The symbol is unofficial and probably 
will be used only at Rhein Main Air Base.

Wheeler Field, T. H.—Proving their 
value as builders in peace as well as in 
war, the USAF’s 926th Engineer Aviation 
Group of the 7th Fighter Wing at Wheeler 
Field, T. H., has recently completed a new 
family housing project for the Air Trans- 
port Command on Kwajalein.

Pay of Injured Reservists 

According to a decision (B-69991) of the 
Comptroller General, members of the 
ORC and PRC who suffer personal injury 
in line of duty in time of war while volun- 
tarily participating, when not on active 
duty, in aerial flights in Government- 
owned aircraft by proper authority, as an 
incident of their military training, are not 
entitled to pay and allowances while hos- 
pitalized. 

The official 
follows: 

“The provision in the act of 15 June 1986, 
entitling Army reservists who suffer personal 
injury while voluntarily participating, when 
not on active duty, in aerial flights in Gov- 
ernment aircraft to the same pay and allow- 
ances ‘as if’ injured while on active duty, 
when considered with the preceding provi- 
sion authorizing, ‘in time of peace,’ the pay- 
ment of pay and allowances to reservists in- 
jured while on active duty, does not entitle 
reservists injured in time of war while volun- 
tarily participating in aerial flights, when 
not on active duty, to the pay and allow- 
ances authorized therein for a period of hos- 
pitalization.”

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National Aviation Policy 
OLLOWING is a continuation from 
last week’s ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 

of the aircraft manufacturing sections of 
the report of the Congressional Aviation 
Board. The Combat Aviation Section of 
the report was published in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL of 6 March. 

The Procurement Act of 1947 should be 
amended to authorize more flexible con- 
tracting procedure. The new act should 
give te procurement officers additional lati- 
tude, permitting more flexible contracting 
procedures, and authorizing the principle 
of negotiation as well as the principle of 
straight competitive bidding, when such is 
in the best interest of the national security. 
The procurement policy, the procurement 
law, and the procurement program, should 
be coordinated with the industrial mobili- 
zation plan. 

Military procurement officers are not readi- 
ly able to consider the industrial significance 
which accompanies placing of contracts. They 
must use limited funds to best advantage. 
This ignores maintenance of a healthy in- 
dustry with resultant bad effect on contrac- 
tors and suppliers. A procurement plan 
étated in pounds of airframe and keyed to 
annual production by articles will quickly 
reveal maladjustments and disclose that 
eteps are necessary to minimize political and 
other extraneous temporary considerations. 

Peacetime procurement laws under which 
the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics and the Air 
Force operate are antiquated and inflexible. 
Because of the nature of the article, the 
principle of competitive sealed bids should 
not be applied to aircraft procurement. 
Therefore, officers of contracting agencies 
should be authorized to use discretion in 
negotiating contracts for aircraft. 


New procurement legislation should au- 
thorize negotiation instead of sealed bids 


wherever negotiation can be expected to pro- 
vide superior equipment, encourage compe- 
tition in design and production, or other- 
wise accomplish the objectives of the mobili- 
gation plan and the national air power policy. 
The National Military Establishment, in 
collaboration with the General Accounting 

Office and the Bureau of Internal Revenue 

should be directed (after examining the 

views of organizations capable of reflecting 
industry‘s difficulties under present ac- 
counting practices) to establish a single 
set of rules applying to audit and determi- 
nation of costs under contracts of the Na- 
tional Military Establishment, and in agree- 
ment with the General Accounting Office, 
prescribe the normal time for completing 
the audit and the issuance of a suitable 
certificate or other form of final clearance 

(except for fraud.) 

There exist three different Government 
regulations under which costs of Government 
contracts are determined. They emanate 
éeparately from the Army, Navy, Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, and General Accounting 
Office. 

The decisions of the Comptroller General 
often place an entirely different interpreta- 
tion on what constitutes allowable costs. No 
manual is available to contractors outlining 
basis for decisions. Such decisions are given 
after the cost has been incurred: disallow- 
ances are retroactive in effect, penalizing the 
contractor. 

Resulting complications make it desirable 
to establish a definitive uniform policy with 
respect to cost and expenses allowable under 
Government contracts, eliminating different 
interpretations by three Government agen- 
cies. 

Proper function of General Accounting Of- 
fice should be a review of settlement pro- 
cedure and final audit, rather than duplica- 
tion of audit and administrative interpreta- 
tion of contracts. 

Cost-plus-fixed-fee contract must continue 
for highly technical research and long-range 
developments, cost of which cannot be pre- 
determined for bid purposes under fixed- 
price contracts. 

A contracting agency should be able to 
change objectives and methods of perform- 
ance to meet changes in military needs 
occurring as effort progresses. 
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All companies must suject themselves to 
audit of the Bureau of Internal Revenue for 
income-tax assessment. The taxpayer can be 
best served if other procurement agencies of 
Government (Army, Navy, and Air Force) 
agree to accept the principles of the Internal 
Revenue Code for determination of allowable 
costs. 

The Congress should enact legislation 
authorizing contract termination procedure 
for peacetime procurement, similar te the 
procedure provided for in the Contract 
Settlement Act of 1944. 

The Contract Settlement Act of 1844 per- 
mitted the Government to accomplish an gut- 
standing task in terminating and liquidating 
of World War II commitments. So far as 
the aircraft manufacturing industry is con- 
cerned, it is believed that those commitments 
were thoroughly and efficiently settled, With- 
out new legislation, industry will return to 
the confused legal situation which existed 
between World War I and World War IL. 
In that period question prevailed as to 
whether any settlement by agreement could 
be made, or, if made, could stand up against 
General Accounting Office rulings. 

Present joint procurement regulations of 
the Air Force and Army provide for a s0- 
ealled formula settlement of contracts. 
Formula settlements were tried prior to en- 
actment of the Contract Settlement Act and 
found unsatisfactory both to industry and 
the services. The only effect of the formula 
is to predetermine percentage and amount 
of profit to be allowed on the termination 
portion, This is rarely a source of disagree- 
ment. Real source of disagreement and, there- 
fore, of delay and possible litigation is al- 
most always the question of whether certain 
items of cost are applicable, Under a formula 
settlement, or any settlement procedure other 
than negotiation, there develops strong ten- 
dency to excessive detail over the many 
thousands of items of cost going into claims. 
As a result, there are often differences of 
opinion. 

Validity of a negotiated termination agree- 
ment is comparable to that of a negotiated 
procurement contract. Insofar as contracts 
for aeronautical equipment are concerned, it 
is desirable that negotiation be recognized 
as a usual means of Government contracting 
and settlement of Government obligations. 

Authority to negotiate final settlement is 
particularly important insofar as industry’s 
subcontractor and supplier claims are con- 
cerned. Unless the prime contractor is certain 
the settlement he negotiate is final, he will 
delay settlements with subcontractors. 

Provisions should be made for immediate 
partial payments on termination claims, This 
is a financial necessity to both prime and 
subcontractors: First, because of the large 
values involved in many prime contracts in 
relation to the contractor's working capital; 
second, because in the preliminary stages of 
preparing a termination claim, supporting 
material is not in shape to be acceptable 
readily as collateral for a commercial bank- 
ing loan. 

Many contractors are working with mini- 
mum floor space. There is also considerable 
responsibility and liability connected with 
storage, preservation and accounting for raw 
material, equipment, semi-finished parts, and 
other inventory items supporting a termina- 
tion claim. It is important that Government- 
owned property be removed from facilities 
at earliest date. 

In the interest of national defense and 
the maintenance of a strong aircraft in- 
dustry, the Government should continue to 
encourage sale and use abroad of civil air- 
craft manufactured in this country, but 
with due consideration for maintaining and 
increasing the strength of United States in- 
ternational air lines. 

The problem of maintaining an export 
market for American-made aircraft has been 
complicated by war surpluses. By flooding 
the foreign market with war-built planes at 
bargain prices, the Government made it ex- 
tremely difficult for manufacturers to de- 
velop new business, Of 6,000 surplus aircraft 
sold by the Government abroad, more than 
2,500 were suitable for air-line use, 

United States manufacturers of civil air- 
craft are experiencing increased competition 
in export, except in the very largest types. 
Potential competitors are Great Britain and 
Sweden. Russia’s position is a question, How- 
ever, it can be expected that when and if 
her production of aircraft is sufficient, satel- 
lite allies, for political and economic con- 
siderations, will be given purchase priority. 

Great Britain is in favorable position to 
sell aircraft because payment can be made 
in sterling instead of scarce American dol- 
lars. British import needs, contrasted to 
United States requirements, make it possible 
for other nations to establish favorable credit 
with the British. The trade structure of the 
United States is less favorable because west- 
ern Europe, the major potential market for 
our aircraft, has lost ability to buy because 
of dollar shortages. 

With proper safeguards, the Department 
of State, the National Military Establsh- 
ment, and other interested Government de- 
partments, should encourage sale and use 
by friendly nations of military aircraft and 
aviation ground equipment manufactured 
in this country. 

With proper safeguards, the Department 
of State and the armed services should en- 








courage export of military aircraft to friend- 
ly foreign nations which we can reasonably 
expect to be allies in event of war. Export 
of military aircraft would acquaint these 
friendly nations with the quality and opera- 
tion of United States equipment, and thus 
tend to establish an air reserve beyond that 
existing in the military and civil aviation 
of the United States. 

The Government, with particular regard 
to its civil departments with services 
abroad, should assist in the sale and en- 
courage the use of all aircraft, communica- 
tiens and other electronic devices, together 
with landing, navigational, and airways 
aids manufactured in this country. 
tncouragement of export sales would con- 

tribute greatly to total industry production. 
It would do much to level the peaks and 
valleys of production from which the in- 
dustry is suffering, Increased volume of sales 
makes products less costly and keeps fac- 
tories in production. 

Equal emphasis should be placed on ex- 
port sale of United States aviation ground 
equipment, communications and electronic 
devices, together with landing, navigational, 
and airway aids. 

The Export-Import Bank and other ap- 
propriate Government lending agencies 
should make, in proper cases, dollar credits 
available to air lines of friendly foreign 
nations for purchase of new aircraft, ground 
and air-borne equipment manufactured in 
this country, Terms and credit arrange- 
ments for sale of surplus aeronautical 
equipment disposed of by the War Assets 
Administration and the Foreign Liquida- 
tion Commission should be at least as re- 
strictive as those required by Export-Im- 
port Bank in the sale of new acronautical 
equipment. 

The Export-Import Bank should review its 
policy with respect to financing the sale of 
aeronautical equipment abroad. In many in- 
stances, export sales could be negotiated if 
dollar credits could more easily be made 
available to foreign air lines desiring to op- 
erate American equipment but unable to pur- 
chase because of dollar shortages, 

When sales abroad are made by the 
Foreign Liquidation Commission or the War 
Assets Administration, terms and credit ar- 
rangements should closely conform with 
those required by the Export-Import Bank. 
In this way the manufacturer of new equip- 
ment will have equal and fair opportunity in 
the foreign field. 

The Government's policy on acquisition 
of patent rights under inventions emerging 
from research and development and pro- 
curement contracts should be that— 





a, The Government does not require, 
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merely by virtue of research or develop- 
ment contracts, any rights te companies’ 
inventions which were reduced te prac- 
tice before effective dates ef such con- 
tracts. 

b. All rights in inventions arising under 
research or development contracts relat- 
ing directly to the companies’ normal Mne 
of endeavor shall remain with the com- 
pany, subject to a free, nonexclusive, non- 
transferrable license in favor of the 
Government. 

ec. Allocation of rights in inventions 
arising under a research or development 
contract not relating directly to the com- 
panies’ normal line of endeavor shall be 
subject to negotiation prior to signing of 
a contract. 

d, The Government by virtue of a pro- 
ecurement contract involving no research 
or development acquires no rights in in- 
ventions involved in the articles pur- 
chased. 

Advancement and maintenance of the na- 
tional security through research, develop- 
ment and procurement depends largely on 
reasonable Government patent policies. 

To assure effective incentive to establish 
companies to maintain efficient research, de- 
velopment and production organizations, and 
to encourage new companies to enter the 
broad field of aeronautics, Government con- 
tracts should provide that the companies re- 
tain title to inventions made under research 
and development contracts. Thus, companies 
can maintain competitive commercial pesi- 
tions and Government can benefit from re- 
sulting heightened incentive. 

The Attorney General has submitted recom- 
mendations to the President that all Govern- 
ment-financed research and development con- 
tracts should provide that rights to inven- 
tions made thereunder accrue to govern- 
ment, The recommendations add that in 
emergencies the newly proposed office in the 
Justice Department, of Government Patent 
Administrator, may approve contracts pro- 
viding for retention of rights by the com- 
pany if it agrees to license them to the Gov- 
ernment. 

The report of the Attorney General did 
not deal with points (a) and (d) of the policy 
recommended herein. The Attorney General 
stated he has no objection to the general 
declaration of the policy set forth in point 
(a), and no objection to point (4d), 

As to points (b) and (c), the Attorney 
General limited his recommendation as to the

Reuer of Service personnel from the requirement of rebating part of their sal- 

aries in the form of income taxes becomes increasingly important with the 
announcement by Secretary of Defense Forrestal that he sees little chance of a pay 
revision at this session of Congress. Enlisted personnel on active duty are now com- 
pletely exempt from the tax and officers are granted a $1,500 military exemption, 
but these concessions expire the end of this year, so that with no increase in base 
pay the Armed Services will really be subjected to a pay reduction next January. 
To prevent this, Secretary Forrestal is preparing to ask Congress to extend the present 
exemptions until a pay revision has been enacted. Recognizing what has been done 
for civilian employees and the vital need to attract and hold efficient defense person- 
nel, Congress should go farther and enact now a provision giving complete income 
tax exemption to all Service personnel active and retired. Also needed is the passage 
of the pending measure to increase travel allowances of officers and enlisted men to 
$8 a day and the granting of compensation to Service personnel who use their privately 
owned automobiles on government business. All of these projects would be fully 
justified under any conditions, but they are particularly needed now that there seems 
so little probability of early pay revision. 


NFORTUNATELY, the Key West conference of the Joint Chiefs of Staff with 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal failed to produce the results it was intended 
to achieve. The country had thought from the secrecy which surrounded the meeting 
and from the fact it was held at that Florida Naval Base instead of in Washington, 
that some final and definite programs were to be laid down which would establish 
the roles of the different arms and the spheres that they serve and thus bring about 
harmony of effort which would develop greater coordination and cooperation if we 
should be plunged into war. On our part we believe there are fields in which competi- 
tion is valuable, while there are many others such as the procurement of supplies 
which can be effectively combined. To so sharply define and isolate functions as to 
bar one component completely from a sphere of activity assigned exclusively to 
another would be to fail to utilize fully the particular merits and effectiveness of 
both. Both the Air Force and Naval Aviation performed magnificently against our 
enemies in World War II; that their missions sometimes overlapped caused suffering 
only to the enemy. That the tasks of the Army and the Marine Corps often were 
the same was to the sole detriment of the enemy. Wasteful duplication should be 
avoided, but if the new National Military Establishment is to be truly effective, 
controlled competition, just as in Susiness and economic life, must be permitted to 
contribute. 


HBP prospect that the Armed Services will be restored to their war strengths, and 

a rapid deterioration of temporary construction, emphasize the need for early 
enactment of housing programs for the Army, Navy, and Air Force. The Air Force 
reports that it is losing a number of old-time career non-commissioned officers because 
of the deplorable quarters in which they must house their families. The same is true 
of the other Services. With pay below par and relief not yet in sight, morale should 
not be further threatened by sub-standard living conditions for Service personnel 
and their families. The Army and Air Force submitted a bill to Congress authorizing 
a long term modest construction program and the Navy has submitted a public works 
program. These measures were passed by the Senate early this year. The House 
Committee on Armed Services reported their bills out in the first session, but, unable 
to bring them to the floor otherwise, has asked the Rules Committee to give them an 
order to bring the measures before the House. As yet the Rules Committee has taken 
no action and the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL was informed this week that none has 
yet been scheduled. This is the last obstacle to the enactment of these important 
measures, for aside from discussion of local authorizations in the members’ districts 
there will be no over-all opposition to them on the floor. For the welfare of the indi- 
vidual members of the Service, who already are sacrificing much for their country, 
as well as for the strengthening of the National Defense through the building of 
necessary military installations, the Rules Committee should clear the way for the 
legislation.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The President’s vigorous declaration before Congress, on 
Wednesday, of an American policy for helping other nations to protect themselves 
from totalitarianism and aggression, and his equally vigorous support of legisla- 
tion to provide that help, was the most encouraging event in weeks. If it was to 
be delayed thus long, it at least was well timed, for at the moment when Mr. Tru- 
man was going to the Capitol to make his speech, the representatives of Britain, 
France and the Benelux countries were assembled in Brussels to sign their own 
50-year treaty of political, economic and military unity. It is those five lands in 
particular, plus Italy, the Scandinavian countries, and such others as will fight for 
liberty, that the American policy is intended to help. They have done well to en- 
courage grant of that aid by first agreeing to help themselves and each other, a 
necessary precedent to any sensible hope of help from America, whether economic 
or military. The question now is “What help will they receive?’, and it was this quest- 
tion that the President laid dramatically before the Congress whose legislation is 
needed. He made three specific recommendations (1) that with a minimum of de- 
lay the House complete the ERP action well begun by the Senate and by its prompt- 
ness in doing so, make a telling contribution to the solidarity and security of the 
nations in Western Europe; (2) that Universal Training (oddly the President per- 
sists even now in omitting the word “Military” which is the whole occasion for the 
plan) be established now so that its slow operations can be got under way, distant 
as its benefits must be; (3) that Selective Service be temporarily restored in order 
to bring the Army quickly up to its authorized strength of 670,000 (with volunteer 
enlistment it now is 120,000 below strength) and to meet minimum personnel needs 
until UMT can begin functioning. By recommending both UMT and the draft Mr. 
Truman meets two needs which are almost conflicting, and in this he has the sup- 
port of the Military Establishment. That is, if we are committing ourselves to a 
firm foreign policy (and, if words mean anything, we are doing so) we must have 
in support both a moderate force-in-being and a much larger force-in-reserve. Noth- 
ing will provide the former more quickly than will the restored draft, and the need 
for it is manifest. Even in the Army there are differing views on the relative effec- 
tiveness of UMT, but its laudable aim is to build up the reserve, and particularly 
to encourage short term enlistments to the National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves, these enlistments pouring in annually so as to build both these establish- 
ments up to their legal peacetime authorization and keep them there. UMT was 
urged in 1945 as a peacetime measure, which it is. Had it been provided by Con- 
gress then, the reserves would now be in existence, and the Nation’s military posture 
would have been such that the present foreign crisis could hardly have risen, and 
certainly could not have caused any such anxiety as the public now experiences. Of 
the grave situation abroad Mr. Truman spoke candidly; also of Russia’s unique part 
in obstructing every peaceful move and advancing every aggressive purpose. With 
obvious sincerity, and with politically sound judgment, he gave assurance that even 
now the door to cooperation and friendship remains open to all nations (“I repeat, 
to all nations”) and that “it never had been closed and never will be closed to the 
Soviet Union” or to other nations which will cooperate to preserve the peace. It was a 
wise statement, however vain at the moment: it was a particularly sound piece of 
timing, in view of Moscow's well publicized if entirely phony program for “further 
demobilization” moves this week. The important thing now, the policy having been 
laid before Congress, is to put it into effect, and that is an immediate obligation of 
Congress. Immeasurable aid had been given to the President’s program in advance by 
Speaker Martin’s declaration of the day before, recognizing the gravity of the situa- 
tion and calling for a substantial increase in Air Force appropriations. Mr. 
Martin provided at a critical time a useful reminder to laggard colleagues that 
American foreign policy is neither Republican nor Democratic, but American. 
Even in the high pressure of 1940 it must be remembered that it took Congress 
months to get the Draft Act through, and it then took the War Department 
weeks to get the machine under way, so that the first draftee could be enrolled. 
The fear always is that discussion of details will reach on and on, bringing divi- 
sion where there should be unity, and postponing the action which is most effec- 
tive when it is prompt. The Western European Nations’ Brussels treaty action is 
an admirable and needed incentive to our own action. It remains obvious that no 
great nation wishes war at this time: it is just as obvious that, on the Serajevo 
precedent of 1914, one idiotic impulse can bring an explosion too far-reaching to be 
controlled, and against that possibility the new program enunciated by Mr. Tru- 
man and supported by the State and Defense Departments is largely directed. There 
is danger also that well-meaning friends of various nations, such as China, may 
geek again as in 1942 to scatter American aid in all directions and thus dilute it 
to a point of ineffectiveness everywhere. China is receiving aid now, and in larger 
amounts than is commonly understood; a vigorous reform gesture by China would 
be welcomed. In the meantime, however deserving of aid China may be, and how- 
ever eager to afford it America may be, in this time of crisis it is necessary to keep 
one’s attention directed chiefly toward the most important part of the field, and 
that is Europe. 

In Italy, whose elections on 18 April are the principal occasion of anxiety, in- 
fluences for both sides are working intensively. The Rome Government itself has 
declined to consider Moscow’s request for the immediate payment of reparations, 
a note remarking that the western powers, far from pressing for payment, had 
eanceled the obligation. Cash payments now would wreck national economy. To 
Italy, President Truman this week assigned 29 cargo vessels as a major contribu- 
tion to that nation’s depleted merchant marine. The aggressive Communist leaders 
continue their pressure upon Italian labor unions and the populace by the usual 
Communist techniques; they express confidence of capturing 40 per cent of the vote, 
and if they do, the prospect for Italy and the eastern Mediterranean is dark. 

The Security Council, struggling with the difficulties of settling the Palestine 
situation but still doggedly optimistic, is beginning to hope that a truce may be 
arranged, and that in a period of quiet the blunders of the past can be partly recti- 
fied. The chief progress at midweek was negative but useful—that is, after the Ameri- 
ean delegate had mistakenly leaned toward agreement with the Russian for a council 
declaration that peace is threatened (which would justify active Security Council 
intervention, as desired by Moscow), the French delegate declined to go along. M. 
Parodi’s fortunate decision forced a reconsideration, ag a result of which there is 
the desired opportunity to discuss conciliation with the Arab states which Russia 
has steadily opposed. It remains wholly improbable that the Arabs will now con- 
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sent to a partition they have denounced consistently from the beginning; yielding, 
if any, must start from the other side. Bet a truce will provide time for thinking 
as well as argument, and alse opportunity for the United States to meet the more 
acute emergency now developing fartler west in the Mediterranean. 

Trans-Jordan, whose small but well diseiplined army is the probable key to 
Near Hast problems, announces completion of a mew treaty with Britain, Under the 
1946 treaty Britain’s military rights in Trans-Jordan were almost as severeign as 
would be enjoyed in a British colony. The new treaty welcomes Britisiv military 
support, but on a reciprocal basis: Britain: continwes a considerable payment for the 
upkeep of the Trans-Jordan Arab legion of 15,000 men, and is given command of 
the legion as well as posts for a number of technical advisers. The legion is the best- 
trained and the largest modern unit of Arat warriors. 

The Little Assembly of the United Nations this week, in sessions from which: 
the Soviet delegate remained absent, has begun to grapple with the various plans 
for limiting the veto power vested’ by charter in the Big Five but thus far used’ 
only by one of the Big Five and’ used’ for wholly obstruetive purposes. Argentina’s 
delegate sought the total abolition of the veto, even if this should’ necessitate the 
ereation of a new world organization. None: of the other nations went so fur, there 
being five other proposals designed only to modify and limit the veto pewer, not 
to abolish it: it must be remembered that the United States has consistently favored 
the retention of the veto, on the ground that it is necessary to retain it or else to 
abandon state sovereignty altogether: The American proposal is for recognition of 
31 specific situations to which the veto would‘ not be permitted to apply ; these: would 
eover most of the situations which on 23’ occasions in the Security Council tie Soviet 
delegate has used to forbid discussion. The veto does not exist in the Little Assembly, 
and at its sessions the Soviet delegate lias been able to show his displeasure: only 
by staying away when unwelcome matters are under diseussion. A new subcom- 
mittee from the Little Assembly was named this week to study the veto subject. 
Another subcommittee was named to study the plan for giving the Little Assembly 
a permanent rather than its present temporary character. On both issues the vote 
was 39-0, which affords its own evidence that the Soviet and’ Soviet-satellite: dele- 
gates were absent. 

With the Finnish parliament struggling manfully to keep some sort of control 
of Finnish military policy, in spite of the Communist-dictated “agreement” with: Mos- 
eow, the Swedish Defense Staff has asked the King for a strengthening of Sweden’s. 
defenses. The recent “brusque” methods of Russia were cited ag ample reason: for 
Sweden to attend to its own preparedness. The Social Democratic party in Sweden 
announces with frankness the opening of an anti-Communist drive two weeks hence. 
Its spokesman asserts that in northern Sweden there is an observable drift away 
from Communism, evidenced in recent local elections where Communists were: not 
returned to office, for the first time in several years. The political effort to maintain 
a small nation’s freedom, however, calls for the maintenanee of a sturdy military 
defense as well, as has been made manifest in recent months.

Russian “Demobilization”—It is evident that the Tass demobilization announce- 
ment of 15 March was deliberately worded to mislead world public opinion and timed 
so that the resulting misconceptions as to the trend of strength and the age compo- 
sition of the Soviet Armed Forces would have the maximum effect. 

The decree referred to by the Soviet news agency Tass was actually dated early 
in February. It refers only to the Army ground forces and does not affect the Soviet 
Navy, Air Force, or security troops. Men remaining in the Army will include the two 
classes of 1926 and 1927, mentioned by Tass, which are mostly 20 and 21 years old, 
plus considerable numbers of volunteers and technicians from older classes, plus the 
19-year-olds (1928) class, which Tass significantly omitted to mention. With these 
unknowns and omissions it is yet too early to determine accurately the net effect of 
the decree although in terms of present strength it is not anticipated that the reduc- 
tion will have great significance as to capabilities. The timing of the announcement 
and the false conclusions implicit in its vague and incomplete wording indicate that 
the maximum of propaganda value is being extracted from a scheduled and routine 
administrative operation.

(11) Staff and faculty, branch and service 
schools. 

(12) Army Ground Forces boards and ad- 
ministrative and technical service boards, 

(13) Recruiting service. 

(14) Disciplinary barracks. 

3. Assignment policies.—a. Future assign- 
ments to key activities will be made norm- 
ally in accordance with the following priori- 
ties: 

(1) From officers returning from a normal 
tour of foreign service. 

(2) From company- and field-grade officers 
whose cumulative foreign service makes it 
unlikely that they will be assigned to foreign 
service within 1 year. Decision will be based 
on present requisitions and criteria estab- 
lished within each branch 

b, Field-grade officers already assigned to 
key activities will be retained normally on 
such assignments for 3 years, except as pro- 
vided in paragraph 4, 

ec. Field-grade officers assigned to key ac- 
tivities subsequent to 1 March 1948 will be 
retained normally on such assignments for 3 
years, except ag provided in paragraph 4b. 

4d. Company-grade officers assigned to key 
activities will be retained on such assign- 
ment for a minimum of 2 years. 

e, All officers assigned to the U. 8. Military 
Academy as academic instructors subsequent 
to 31 May 1947 will be retained for 3 years. 

f. Officers assigned as instructors at mili- 
tary schools, or those assigned as professors 
of military science and tactics, or assistant 
professors of military science and tactics at 
ROTC units, will not be reassigned normally 
during the academic year of their respective 
schools. 

4. Personnel. — Personnel presently as- 
signed to key activities will be released as 
follows: 

a. For foreign service. 

(1) Personnel with less than 12 months’ 
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foreign service will be released when required 
for foreign service except as provided in para- 
graph 8f. 

(2) Those with 12 to 24 months’ inclusive, 
foreign service when required for foreign 
service after they have served a minimum 
tour of 24 months, except as provided in 
paragraph 8f. 

b. For attendance at service schools. 

(1) Those officers who, upon final selection 
to attend the Command and General! Staff Col- 
lege or higher level school, will have com- 
pleted a minimum of 2 years’ duty in present 
assignment by the time of reporting to the 
school for which selected, The Career Man- 
agement Group, Personnel and Administra- 
tion Division, General Staff, United States 
Army, will inform the losing agency of the 
officers selected as students. Publication of 
orders 4 months in advance of the opening 
date of the school concerned will constitute 
the only formal clearance required, 

(2) Those officers who are within the last 
year of eligibility to attend the school or 
course in question. 

(3) In general, every effort will be made 
to coordinate selection of officers for attend- 
ance at service schools with completion of a 
normal tour of duty, except for officers to 
attend the Armed Forces Staff College. Off- 
cers selected to attend the Armed Forces 
Staff College may be ordered back to the 
assignment from which released unless other- 
wise due for a change in assignment. In such 
cases reassignment will not be considered as 
entering upon a new tour of duty, and the 
period at school will not count as part of 
the officer’s tour in the key activity. 

5. Other assignments. — Officers assigned 
within the zone of interior who have com- 
pleted prescribed tour of foreign service will 
serve normally a minimum tour of 2 years 
before being reassigned,

shall be placed the names of all commissioned 
officers and former commissioned officers of the 
Army of the United States or the Air Force 
of the United States, as the case may be, 
ther than those of the Regular Army or the 
Regular Air Force, heretofore or hereafter 
granted retirement pay under section 5 of the 
Act of April 3, 1939 (53 Stat. 557, as amended, 
10 U. S. C. 456), section 1 of the Act of 
September 26, 1941 (55 Stat. 733, 10 U. S. C. 
456a), and section 302 of this title, or any 
law hereafter enacted to provide retirement 
pay for commissioned officers other than those 
of the Regular Army or the Regular Air Force, 
and the names of all warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army or the 
Regular Air Force heretofore or hereafter re- 
tired under any provision of law who, by 
reason of service in temporary commissioned 
grades in the Army of the United States or 
the Air Force of the United States, or in any 
of the respective components thereof, are en- 
titled to be retired with commissioned rank or 
grade. 

(b) The Secretary of the Navy is authorized 
to establish a United States Naval Reserve 
Retired List to include the names of all offi- 
eers and enlisted personnel of the Navai and 
Marine Corps Reserve who are granted retired 
pay under the provisions of this title, the 
provisions of Public Law 305, Seventy-ninth 
ongress, or any law hereafter enacted to 
provide retired pay for such officers and en- 
listed personnel. 

Sec. 302. (a) Any person who, upon attain- 
ing or having attained the age of sixty years, 
has satisfactorily performed Federal service 
in the status of a commissioned officer, war- 
rant officer, flight officer, or enlisted person 
in the Army of the United States or the Air 
Force of the United States, including the re- 
spective reserve components thereof, and also 
including the federally recognized National 
Guard prior to 1933, the United States Navy 
including the reserve components thereof, or 
the United States Marine Corps, including the 
reserve components thereof, and has completed 
an aggregate of twenty or more years of such 
satisfactory service in any or all of the afore- 
gaid services, shall, upon application therefor, 
be granted retired pay if he fulfills any of the 
requirements enumerated below: 

(1) If he has completed no satisfactory 
Federal service in any of said services prior 
to the date of enactment of this title, he must 
have completed not less than three years of 
active Federal service subsequent to that date. 

(2) If he has completed some service, but 
less than five years of satisfactory Federal 
service in any or all of said services prior to 
the date of enactment of this title, he must 
have completed not less than three years of 
active Federal service, at least two years of 
which must have been served subsequent to 
the date of enactment of this title. 

(3) If he has completed five years, but less 
than ten years of satisfactory Federal serv- 
ice in any or all of said services prior to the 
date of enactment of this title, he must have 
completed not less than four years of active 
Federal service, at least eighteen months of 
which must have been served subsequent to 
the date of enactment of this title. 

(4) If he has completed ten years but less 
than fifteen years of satisfactory Federal serv- 
ice in any or all of said services prior to the 
date of enactment of this title, he must have 
completed not less than four years of active 
Federal service, at least one year of which 
must have been served subsequent to the date 
of enactment of this title. 

(5) If he has completed fifteen years, but 

_less than twenty years of satisfactory Federal 
service in any or all of said services prior to 
the date of enactment of this title, he must 
have completed not less than four years of 
active Federal service, at least six months of

ber of a reserve component of the Air Force 
of the United States shall be entitled to in- 
clude service as a member of a reserve com- 
ponent of the Army of the United States per- 
formed on or prior to July 26, 1949: 
Provided further, That for the purposes of 
this subsection, simultaneous service as a mem- 
ber of a reserve component and as a member 
of the Regular Army, Navy, Air Force, or 
Marine Corps, shall not be deemed to be service 
in a reserve component. 

(b) Application for retirement with pay 
made pursuant to this section shall be sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the service in which 
the applicant last served or is serving at the 
time of such submission. 

({c) Any person who, upon attaining -the 
age of sixty years, has qualified for retirement 
with pay pursuant to this title, may, with his 
consent and by order of the cognizant Secre- 
tary, be retained on duty to perform Federal 
service. Any person so retained shall be 
credited with equivalent periods of Federal 
service for the performance of such duties. 

Sec. 303. Any person granted retired pay 
pursuant to the provisions of this title shall 
receive such pay at an annual rate equal to— 
(i) 2% per centum of the active duty annual 
base and longevity pay which he would re- 
ceive if serving, at the time granted such pay, 
on active duty in the highest grade, tempo- 
rary or permanent, satisfactorily held by him 
during his entire period of service, multiplied 
by a number equal to the sum of the number 
of years of his active Federal service; plus 

(ii) one-half of 1 per centum of such active 

duty annual base and longevity pay multiplied 
by a number equal to the sum of the number 
of years of his Federal service other than ac- 
tive Federal service : 
Provided, That no person shall be entitled to 
receive such retired pay at an annual rate 
in excess of 75 per centum of said active duty 
pay: Provided further, That in computing 
the number of years of Federal service for the 
purposes of computing retirement pay under 
provisions of this title, a fractional part of 
& year amounting to six months or less shall 
be disregarded and a fraction of more than six 
months counted as one year. 

Sec. 304. After the effective date of this 
title, any member of a reserve component of 
the Army of the United States, the Air Force 
of the United States, or the United States 
Navy, or Marine Corps who, -when it has 
been so determined by the Secretary of the 
Army with respect to personnel of the Army, 
by the Secretary of the Navy with respect to 
personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps, and 
by the Secretary of the Air Force with respect 
to personnel of the Air Force, fails to conform 
to such standards and qualifications as may 
be prescribed by law or regulations, may at 
any time, by order of the cognizant Secretary, 
be placed in an inactive status for the pur- 
poses of this title: Provided, That such in- 
active status shall effect a termination of such 
person’s right to accrue retirement benefits 
under this title but shall not affect any 
rights which have accrued prior to the time 
that such person was placed in an inactive 
status: Provided further, That the Secretary 
of the Navy with respect to personnel of the 
Navy and Marine Corps, including the reserve 
components thereof, shall determine what has 
constituted, prior to the date of enactment of 
this title, satisfactory performance of Federal 
service other than active Federal service. 

See. 305. The provisions of this title shall 
not be applicable to any officer or enlisted 
person of the Regular or reserve components 
of the Army, Navy, Air Force, or Marine Corps 
who, prior to or subsequent.to the date of 
enactment of this title, is entitled to receive, 
or is receiving under any other provision of 
law, retired pay for military or naval service, 
including retainer pay as a transferred mem- 
ber of the Fleet Reserve. 

Sec. 306. For the purposes of this title— 

. (a) The term “Federal service’ shall be 
deemed to include all active Federal service 
and all service in a reserve component other 
than active Federal service, or both, except as 
provided in (e) and (f) below. 

(b) Satisfactory Federal service or Federal 
service satisfactorily performed, as used in 
this title in referring to Federal service herein 
mentioned, shall be deemed to mean that the 
person concerned shall have conformed to such 
standards and qualifications as may have been 
required of him. 

(c) Service in a reserve component, as used 
in this title, includes service in the following 
organizations, and shall be deemed to be Fed- 
eral service for the purposes of this title— 

(1) the National Guard of the United 
States ; 

(2) the National Guard while in the service 
of the United States ; 

(3) the federally recognized National Guard 
prior to 1933 ; 





(4) a federally recognized status in the Na- 
tional Guard prior to 1933 ; 

(5) the Officers’ Reserve Corps ; 

(6) the Enlisted Reserve Corps ; 

(7) the Army of the United States without 
component ; 

(8) the Naval Reserve and the Naval Re- 
serve Force, excluding those members of the 
Fleet Reserve and the Fleet Naval Reserve 
transferred thereto after completion of sixteen 
or more years of active naval service; 

(9) the Marine Corps Reserve and the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve Force, excluding those 
members of the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
transferred thereto after completion of sixteen 
or more years of active naval service ; 

(10) the Limited Service Marine Corps 
Reserve ; 

(11) the Naval Militia who have conformed 
to the standards prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy ; and 

(12) the National Naval Volunteers ; 

(13) the Air National Guard ; 

(14) the Air Force Reserve (Officers or 
Enlisted sections) ; 

(15) the Air Force of the United States 
without component. 

(d) The term “active Federal service” shall 
include all periods of annual training duty 
and all prescribed periods of attendance at 
such service schools as have been, or may be 
designated as such by the Secretary of the 
Army, the Secretary of the Navy, and the 
Secretary of the Air Force for their respective 
services, or by law, or any other period of time 
when ordered to active duty under competent 
Federal orders. 

(e) With respect to personnel of the Army 

or the Air Force, service in the inactive Na- 
tional Guard or Air National Guard, in a 
nonfederally recognized status in the National 
Guard or Air National Guard, or in the in- 
active Reserve section of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps or the inactive officers’ section of the 
Air Force Reserve shall not be deemed to be 
Federal service. 
(f) Subject to the provisions of subsection 
(d) hereof, service on the Honorary Retired 
List of the Naval Reserve shall not be deemed 
to be Federal service. 

Sec. 307. On and after the effective date of 
this title, any member of a reserve component 
of the Army of the United States or the Air 
Force of the United States, or any member 
of the Naval or Marine Corps Reserve, who 
satisfactorily performs not less than a desig- 
nated minimum percentage of all drills or 
other inactive duty training, or both during 
any year, as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the cognizant service, shall, for the 
purpose of determining his eligibility for re- 
tirement only, be credited with active Federal 
service at the rate of thirty days for each 
year of such satisfactory performance of such 
drills or other inactive duty training: Pro- 
vided, That said credit of thirty days’ active 
Federal service shall be in addition to any 
annual active duty or field training: Provided 
further, That right to perform such drills 
or other inactive duty training and accrue 
credit therefor shall not be contingent upon 
the performance of any active Federal service. 

Sec. 308. The Secretary of the Army with 
respect to personnel of the Army, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy with respect to personnel 
of the Navy and Marine Corps, and the Secre- 
tary of the Air Force with respect to personnel 
of the Air Force, are authorized to prescribe 
such rules, regulations, and procedures as they 
may deem necessary to effectuate the pro- 
visions of this title. 

Sec. 309. Any person who has not attained 
the age of sixty years but is eligible in all 
other respects to receive retired pay under the 
provisions of this title may, at his own re- 
quest, and in the discretion of the Secretary 
of the cognizant service, be transferred to 
such inactive status list as has been, or may 
be established by law or regulation for the 
reserve components of the Army of the United 
States, Navy, Air Force of the United States, 
or Marine Corps. After the effective date of 
such transfer he shall not be required to 
participate in any training or other program 
prescribed for said reserve components, and 
he shall not be entitled to be credited with 
either additional active Federal service or 
additional Federal service in a reserve com- 
ponent other than active Federal service for 
the purpose of this title while he is in an 
inactive status. Any such person may, in 
the discretion of the cognizant service Secre- 
tary, be recalled to active status at any time, 
and if so recalled, he shall be credited with 
active Federal service or Federal service in a 
reserve component other than active Federal 
service, or both for the performance of such 
duty. 

Sec. 310. (a) The Secretary of the Army 
with respect to personnel of the Army, the 
Secretary of the Navy with respect to person- 
nel of the Navy and Marine Corps and the 
Secretary of the Air Force with respect to 
personnel of the Air Force shall certify and 
submit to the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs for payment, the names of all persons 
entitled to receive retired pay under the pro- 
visions of this title, along with a statement 
as to the amount of such pay to which said 
persons are entitled. The Administrator of 
Veterans’ Affairs shall, thereafter, disburse 
such pay to said persons from appropriations 
made to the Veterans’ Administration for that 
purpose. 

Sec. 311. No back pay or allowances for any 
period prior to the date of enactment thereof 





shall accrue to any person by reason of enact- 
ment of this title. 

Sec. 312. The provisions of this title, except 
as may be necessary to adapt the same thereto 
shall apply to personnel of the Coast Guard 
Reserve in relationship to the Coast Guard 
in the same manner and to the same extent 
as they apply to personnel of the Naval and 
Marine Corps Reserve in relationship to the 
Navy: Provided, That wherever authority is 
given to the Secretary of the Navy, similar 
authority shall be deemed to be given to the 
Secretary of the Treasury to be exercised with 
respect to the Coast Guard except at such time 
or times as the Coast Guard may be operating 
under the Secretary of the Navy.

RMY’S new football line coach is Sid 
Gillman, who moves to West Point 
from the head coach’s spot at Miami Uni- 
versity, of Oxford, Ohio, Gillman replaces 
Herman Hickman, who resigned to be 
come coach at Yale. 

Earl Blaik, himself an alumnus of 
Miami, is very well pleased at obtaining 
Gillman to fill the vacancy. Terming the 
newcomer one of the best line coaches in 
the country, Blaik goes on to say, “He is 
a distinct asset, and I am delighted to 
have him come here to work with us.” 

Gillman played end for Ohio State for 
three years, winding up as co-captain in 
his final season, 1933. He returned as 
assistant coach of the Buckeyes in 1934, 
moved to Dennison as head coach for the 
next three years, went back to Ohio State 
as an assistant in 1938, 1939, and 1940, 
and returned to Dennison as boss man in 
1941, 

In ’42 he moved to Miami as assistant 
under Stu Holcomb, when that worthy 
entered the Army in 1944 and wound up 
on the West Point staff, Gillman became 
head coach. In his tenure, Miami has won 
31, lost 6 and tied 1, including an unde- 
feated (but once tied) record last year.

Civilian Orientation Course 

Sixty representatives of industry, re 
search, education and publishing, along 
with six ranking officers of the U. 8S. Army 
and the U. S. Air Force, will gather at the 
Pensacola Naval Air Station late this 
month for the eleventh Navy Civilian Ori- 
entation Course. The course, originated 
during the war, has proved so beneficial 
to both the Navy and industry in solving 
mutual problems related to National De- 
fense that it is held twice a year. 
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Inter-Service Sports Council 

Designed to encourage the maintenance 
of physical fitness by all members of the 
Armed Services through a policy of 
“sports for all,” the Departments of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force this week an- 
nounced establishment of the Inter-Serv- 
ice Sports Council and approval of articles 
of agreement covering its functions. 

Thus far two championships have been 
approved by the Council for 1948. Cham- 
pionship matches will be held in both golf 
and tennis. A council spokesman in ex- 
plaining the program pointed out that it 
will fit in with both the general plan for 
unification of the services as well as the 
medical groups programs for arresting 
and fighting VD through the institution 
of more expanded recreational facilities. 

Although only two championships have 
been approved for 1948, it was explained 
that the program is in its infancy and it 
is expected that as organization progresses 
other sports championships such as swim- 
ming, diving, baseball, basketball, foot- 
ball and others will be approved. 

Council membership consists of two 
representatives from each of the three 
services, to serve until relieved by proper 
authority. Chairman of the council is Maj. 
Gen. Russel B. Reynolds, Chief of Special 
Services, Department of the Army. Cur- 
rent council members include: 

Department of the Army : General Rey- 
nolds, and Col. Joseph B. Harriman, 
representing the Chief, Army Field 
Forces. 

Department of the Navy: Comdr. Slade 
D. Cutter, Officer-in-Charge, Physical Yit- 
ness Seection, Special Services Division, 
Welfare Activity, Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel, and Maj. Paul H. Brattan, Assist- 
ant Officer-in-Charge, Athletic Section, 
Special Services Branch, Personnel De- 
partment, U. S. Marine Corps. 

Department of the Air Force: Col. Fred 
Slagle, Chief of Special Services Branch, 
Personnel Services Division, Office of the 
Director of Military Personnel, and Lt. 
Col. Wendell C. Croom, Executive Officer, 
Air Force Special Services Branch. 

The council’s duties include the making 
of arrangements for the annual inter- 
service competitions consistent with 
Army, Navy and Air Force directives now 
in force. It has full power to act on and 
determine all points that may arise in 
connection with the competitions. Council 
representatives will exercise no control 
over policy for any sports program insti- 
tuted by a member service within its own 
commands. 

No entry fees will be charged teams or 
individuals in the various sports cham- 
Pionships. Expenditures involved in con- 
ducting Inter-Service Sports Council 
championship tournaments (exclusive of 
travel) will be prorated equally among 
the participating departments. 

The chairman of the Inter-Service 
Sports Council, with the advice and con- 
sent of the members, may appoint such 
committees as deemed advisable to fur- 
ther the council’s objectives. 

Complete text of the Articles of Agree- 


’ ment for the Inter-Service Sports Council 


is as follows: 
ARTICLE I 

This organization shall be known as the 
Inter-Service Sports Council. 

ARTICLB II 
Objects 

The objects of this Council are: 

1, To encourage the maintenance of physical 
fitness by all members of the Armed Services 
through a policy of “sports for all.” 

2. To promote understanding, good will 
and cooperation among the Armed Services 
through inter-service sports championship 
competitions. 

8. To further enhance the Esprit-de-Corps 
of the individual Armed Services through the 
development and encouragement of spectator 
interest sports. 

4. To establish and maintain throughout the 
Armed Services a uniform test of eligibility 
and uniform rules for the government of all 
Service sports within its jurisdiction. 

5. To institute, regulate and award the in- 
ter-service sports championships of two or 
more of the United States “rmed Services. 

ARTICLE III 
Mem bers 

1. The membership of this Council shall 
consist of two (2) representatives from each 
of the following services: 

a. Department of the Army. 

b. Department of the Navy. 

¢. Department of the Air Force. 

2. These representatives will serve until 
Such time as relieved by proper authority. 

ARTICLE IV 
Duties of the Council 
1, The Council representatives shall have 





power to make all arrangements for the an- 
nual inter-service competitions sponsored, not 
inconsistent with any Army, Navy, and Air 
Force directives in force, and have full power 
to act on and determine all points that may 
arise in connection with the competitions. 

2. The Council representatives will not ex- 
ercise any control whatsoever over the policy 
for a sports program which may be instituted 
by a member service within its own command. 

ARTICLE V 
Committees 

The Chairman of the Council, with the ad- 
vice and consent of the other Council mem- 
bers, shall appoint such committees as may 
be deemed advisable to further the objectives 
of the Inter-Service Sports Council. 

ARTICLE VI 
Level of Competition 

Jurisdiction of the Inter-Service Sports 
Council will originate at Headquarters, De- 
partment of the Army ; Headquarters, Depart- 
ment of the Navy, and Headquarters, De- 
partment of the Air Force level and terminate 
with the conclusion of the inter-service sports 
championship competition. 


ARTICLE VII 
Finances 

1. No entry fees will be charged the teams 
or individuals in the various sports cham- 
pionships. 

2. Expenditures involved in the conduct of 
the Inter-Service Sports Championship Tour- 
naments (exclusive of travel) will be pro- 
rated equally among the participating De- 
partments. 

ARTICLBD VIII 

The Articles governing this Council may 
be changed, amended, added to or altered only 
by a majority vote of the representatives in 
charge, which must include the affirmative 


.vote of at least one representative from the 


Department of the Army, Department of the 
Navy, and Department of the Air Force. 





Goethals Memorial 

President Truman approved this week 
the following recommendations of the 
Goethals Memorial Commission conveyed 
to him by its Vice-Chairman, Colonel 
John Callan O’Laughlin : 

That the Governor of the Panama 
Canal Zone, whoever he may be, shall be 
appointed and serve as a member of the 
Commission. The first of these Executives 
to be so designated is Maj. Gen. J. O. 
Mehaffey, and he will hold the office until 
his reassignment to another post. The 
President agreed with the Commission 
that it would be desirable to have one 
of its members constantly on the Zone 
so as to supervise the erection of the 
Memorial. This would assure expert en- 
gineering observation of the work as it 
progresses, and make unnecessary fre- 
quent visits of other members of the Com- 
mission to the site of the Memorial at 
Cristobal, thus saving expense. 

The President examined the numerous 
sketches made by the firm of Dr. Paul 
Philippe Cret which led up to the design 
for the Memorial recommended by the 
Commission. The President gave his ap- 
proval to the design which had been 
made the more impressive by an increase 
of the shaft from 58 to 66 feet. He was 
told that because of the increase in costs 
of labor and materials, the appropriation 
of $160,000, of which only $4,000 has been 
spent exclusively as compensation to the 
Cret firm, was inadequate and that 
$300,000 would be required. He stated he 
would approve a bill making such an 
authorization. Senator Gurney and Rep- 
resentative Bland have introduced bills 
in the Senate and House respectively for 
this purpose. 

Following his conference with the 
President, Colonel O’Laughlin made the 
following statement: 

“The Commission is deeply gratified 
that as a result of the President’s in- 
terest, a Memorial will be erected to Gen- 
eral Goethal which for all time and in 
an impressive and artistic manner will be 
his monument as the builder of the Pana- 
ma Canal. There has been criticism in 
certain quarters of the President because 
of his addition of a balcony to the White 
House. The architectural knowledge and 
sense of architectural beauty displayed by 
the President in his discussion of the 
Goethals Memorial, show that criticism 
was unjustified, even though the balcony 
itself proves such to be the fact. All who 
assisted General Goethals in the Canal 
construction will appreciate the Presi- 
dent’s purpose to facilitate the prompt 
erection of the Memorial. The Commis- 
sion heartily welcomes General Mehaffey 
to its membership.” 

The Commission now comprises: 

General of the Armies of the United 
States John J. Pershing, Chairman; 





Colonel O’Laughlin, Publisher of the 
ARMY AND Navy Journat, Vice Chair- 
man; Hon. Chan Gurney, Senator from 
South Dakota, Chairman, Armed Serv- 
ices Committee of the Senate; Hon. 
Schuyler Otis Bland, Representative from 
Virginia, former Chairman and now 
senior minority member of the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries; Maj. Gen. Julian L. Schley, 
USA-Ret., former Chief of Engineers; 
Brig. Gen. Robert E. Wood, USA-Ret., 
Chairman of the Board of Sears-Roebuck, 
Chicago, and General Mehaffey who suc- 
ceeds to the vacancy caused by the death 
of the Hon. William K. Jackson, of 
Boston, Mass. 


Philippine Service Ribbons 

The Government of the Republic of 
the Philippines has offered three new 
service ribbons for eligible personnel. 

The announcement was made in De- 
partment of the Army and the Air Force 
Circular 59 AF Letter 35-108, dated 8 
March. 

The three ribbons include the Philip- 
pine Liberation Ribbon, the Philippine 
Independence Ribbon and the Philippine 
Defense Ribbon. 


Those eligible for the Philippine Libera- 
tion Ribbon include all members of the 
Philippine Army, including Philippine 
Constabulary, on active duty and all 
members of the Armed Forces of the 
United States and of nations allied or 
associated with the United States in the 
war against the Japanese BPmpire. To 
qualify they must have participated in 
the initial landing operations on Leyte 
or adjoining islands from 17 Oct. to 20 
Oct., 1944. An individual will be con- 
sidered as having participated if he was 
on a ship in Philippine waters, or was a 
crew member of an airplane which flew 
over Philippine territory during the 
period. 

All individuals who participated in any 
engagement against the enemy during 
the campaign, or if they served in the 
Philippine Islands or on ships in the 
Philippine waters for not less than 30 
days during the period from 17 Oct., 1944 
to 3 Sept., 1945. A bronze service star may 
be worn for each additional combat serv- 
ice in connection with the initial award. 


Those eligible for the Philippine De- 
fense Ribbon include those on active duty 
in Philippine territory, on 4 July 1946. 
Members of the Armed Forces of the 
United States undergoing confinement as 
general prisoners on 4 July will not be 
considered as eligible. 

Personnel who participated in any en- 
gagement against the enemy on Philip- 
pine territory, in Philippine waters, or in 
the air over the Philippines or over Philip- 
pine waters, during the period from 8 
Dec. 1941, to 15 June 1942, are eligible 
for the Philippine Defense ribbon. 

An individual will be considered as 
having participated in combat if he was 
a member of the defense garrison of the 
Bataan Peninsula or of the fortified 
islands at the entrance to Manila Bay. 
Also, if he was a member of and present 
with a unit actually under enemy fire 
or air attack, or if he served on a ship 
which was under enemy fire or air attack. 
Finally if he was a crew member or a 
passenger in an airplane which was under 
enemy aerial or ground fire. 

Description of the three ribbons is as 
follows: 

a. Philippine Defense Ribbon (fig. 1).— 
(A silk moire ribbon 1% inches in width 
composed of a red stripe (%42 inch), a white 
stripe (%¢ inch), red band (%g¢ inch), a white 
stripe (%¢ inch) and a red stripe (%:2 inch) ; 
in the center of the red band, three white 
stars %-inch circumscribed diameter centers 
placed on extremities of an imaginary equi- 
lateral triangle 14-inch on each side with one 
point of each star outward and centered in 
radiated center lines.) For service in the de- 
fense of the Philippines from 8 December 1941 
to 15 June 1942. 

b. Philippine Liberation Ribbon (fig. 2). 
—(A silk moire ribbon 1% inches in width 
composed of a red band (%g¢ inch), blue stripe 
(% inch), white stripe (% inch), and red 
band (%g¢ inch)). For service in the liberation 
of the Philippines from 17 October 1944 to 
3 September 1945. 

c, Philippine Independence Ribbon (fig. 3). 
—(A silk moire ribbon 1% inches in width, 
composed of a yellow stripe (% inch), blue 
stripe (% inch), red stripe (%2 inch), white 
stripe (%« inch), red stripe (%2 inch), blue 
stripe (% inch), and yellow stripe (% inch)). 
For service in the Philippine Islands on 4 
July 1946. 
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Special Duty for Naval Officers 


The Navy Department recently issued 
instructions covering assignment of offi- 
cers to special duty, in accordance with 
section 401, Public Law 381 of the 80th 
Congress, and asked for applications from 
permanently commissioned line officers of 
the Regular Navy. 

Public Law 381, better known as the 
“Officer Personnel Act of 1947,” states 
under section 401 that “Officers of the 
Line of the Navy not below the grade 
of Ensign may, upon application, and 
with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Navy, be assigned to special duty only, 
including but not restricted to the per- 
formance of specialized duties in the 
fields of communications, law, naval in- 
telligence, photography, public informa- 
tion, psychology, and hydrography. The 
total number of officers assigned to special 
duty only shall not exceed, at any one 
time a number equal to 25/10 per centum 
of the total number of officers holding 
permanent appointments on the active 
list of the Line of the Regular Navy at 
that time.” 

Section 401 of Public Law 381 also 
states, that, “Officers assigned to special 
duty only shall be additional numbers in 
grade. They shall perform sea or shore 
duty appropriate to their special quall- 
fications but shall not succeed to com- 
mand except on shore and then only as 
authorized by the Secretary of the Navy. 
Officers assigned to special duty only shall 
be described and known as officers desig- 
nated for special duty.” 

The Navy Department's request for ap- 
plications in accordance with Section 401 
of Public Law 381, is contained in 
ALNAYV 23, the text of which follows: 

“Section 401, Public Law 381 of the 80th 
Congress, refers: Applications desired for 
designation special duty only from perma- 
nently commissioned line officers Regular 
Navy, not below Ensign rank, Submit via 
official channels to reach Bureau of Personnel 
(Pers-311E) prior to 1 May 1948 for following 
categories; eligibility requirements are indi- 
"") ccmebiatiad Public Information, 
Photography; successfully completed two 
years college and have experience in specialty. 

B—Law; successfully completed two years 
college and have law degree from school ac- 
credited American Bar Association or a de- 
gree in Law and have been admitted practice 
law before Bar in any State, Territory or 
District of Columbia. 

C—Psychology; have Doctors or Masters 
Degree in Psychology from accredited e¢ol- 
lege or university. 

D—Hydrography ; Graduate of Naval Acad- 
emy or have degree from college or univer- 
sity of recognized standing in one of follow- 
ing: Engineering, preferably civil; architec- 
ture; geology. Degree shoul include comple- 
tion studies land and topographic surveying 
and mathematics through integral calculus, 
In lieu degree, have successfully completed 
two years college in curricula outlined, 

E—Naval Intelligence; have college degree 
and experience or interest in intelligence 
work.” 








UMT Hearings 


Hearings on UMT and the state of the 
National Defense were begun this week 
by the Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices. Introductory to the hearings, Sena- 
tor Gurney (R-S.D.), chairman of the 
committee, stated that they will not be 
confined to the questions of authorizing 
universal military training and reinstat- 
ing the selective service system. 

“Our Committee,” said Senator Gurney, 
“wants, and intends to seek from the 
witnesses a total estimate not only of 
world conditions, but of our military posi- 
tion generally, and all recommendations 
from the heads of our Military Establish- 
ment, as to what is necessary and manda- 
tory to protect the best interests of the 
United States of America. We intend to 
inform ourselves as completely and as 
quickly as is possible and then with calm- 
ness, evaluate the problem, deliberate 
carefully on the proposals offered, and 
come forth with legislation found to be 
necessary now for our best protection in 
the form of a committee bill.” 

The witness on the 17th was Secretary 
of State George OC. Marshall. On the 18th 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal testified, 
seconded by the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force, 

Urging the need of universal military 
training and limited selective service, 
Secretary Marshall said “Diplomatic ac-

Criticize Court Martial Bill 


The Elston Bill, H. R. 2575, designed to 
revise the Army court martial system and 
passed by the House on 15 Jan., is de- 
ficient and needs four amendments if the 
right of the soldier to a fair trial is to be 
assured, a special committee of the As- 
sociation of the Bar of the City of New 
York has declared. 

In a special report released this week, 
the Committee was critical of the system 
proposed in. the Elston Bill as one that 
vested too many powers in command 
rather than to the independent judgment 
of the court. Such a system is “repugnant 
to every concept of American justice,” the 
Committee said. 

To overcome this situation, the Com- 
mittee proposed that the judicial power 
be divorced from command and be vested 
in officers peculiarly qualified to discharge 
the judicial function. 

The presence of enlisted men on mili- 
tary courts was noted as of “doubtful 
value to the accused,” since, in all likli- 
hood, those appointed would be career 
soldiers more severe than officers on their 
subordinates. However, the report con- 
tinued, if the provision tends to give the 
enlisted man more confidence in the 
courts and a greater feeling that justice 
will be done, there can be no reasonable 
objection to it. 

Two other points the Committee rec- 
ommended were: creation of a permanent 
civilian advisory commission in the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense to continuous- 
ly observe the operations of military 
justice and to make periodic recommenda-

Government’s obtaining all rights to inven- 
tions made under research and development 
contracts, to contracts under which the Gov- 
ernment pays all of the costs, Under con- 
tracts where the Government pays less, the 
Attorney General stated patent rights should 
be subject to negotiation. 

The Attorney General stated that the Gov- 
ernment itself would need no more than a 
license under inventions made through its 
research and development contracts, but if 
the publie’s money is spent, the public should 
have whatever rights the Government is en- 
titled to under it. Adoption of a policy as- 
signing all rights under inventions to govern- 
ment would increase the cost to government 
of such contracts, and particularly would af- 
fect the aircraft industry, This follows be- 
cause government is the principal purchaser 
and developer of aircraft and the incentive 
of competition would be destroyed. 

Regarding establishment of a new Govern- 
ment office of Government Patent Adminis- 
trator in the Justice Department, the At- 
torney General recommended that exceptions 
to the basic policy of Government obtaining 
all rights to inventions made in Government 
research and development contracts, “May 
be made upon such terms and conditions as 
the administrator may prescribe or approve.” 
The Attorney General stated this recommen- 
dation as a suggestion, and said the matter 
is one of legislative policy for Congress to 
decide. 

The Attorney General recommended, in 
cases where a contract provides that title 
remain with the company, that if Government 
determines that commercial use of an in- 
volved invention is not “adequate” within a 
designated period, Government can require 
the company to offer, at a reasonable royalty, 
nonexclusive licenses. This provision, if 
adopted, establishes compulsory licensing as 
the Government will have the right to “de- 
termine” whether commercial use is “ade- 
quate.” 

The recommendations of the Attorney Gen- 
eral were referred to the military services in 
preliminary form, for comment: 

Former Under Secretary of War Patterson 
said it would constitute a serious “obstacle 
to the maintenance of modern and efficient 
armament in the days to come.” He added 
that it would “gravely hamper the program 
of research and development upon which 
effectiveness of our Military Wstablishment 
in the years to come will chiefly rest.” 

Army Secretary Royall said the recommen- 
dation “would wreck the War Department’s 
research and development program.” 

Defense Secretary Forrestal said it “might 
altogether imperil the prosecution of a 
vigorous and effective research and develop- 
ment program.” 

These recommendations should be given 
great weight, coming from officials responsi- 
ble for national defense. 

The recommendations are all the more com- 
pelling when it is realized that the War and 
Navy Department budgets for research and 
development for 1947 totaled $500,000,000. For 
all other agencies the budget was $125,000,000.

Securities and commodity markets, 
sagging a bit from last week, dropped 
sharply during mid-week as the full im- 
port of the work stoppage in the bitumi- 
nous coal fields, and the strike in the meat 
packing industry made national head- 
lines. Selling of stocks and bonds was 
unusually heavy on Tuesday causing 
further drops with losses on individual 
issues running as high as three points. 
But, coincidental with these declines 
there were new offerings totaling more 
than $275,000,000. 

Commodities, notably grains, were ad- 
versely affected by the packing industry 
strike, while cotton continued to make 
small daily declines. 

President Truman’s Wednesday mes- 
sage to the Congress, asking immediate 
action on the European Recovery 
(Marshall) Plan, Universal Military 
Training and a temporary revival of 
Selective Service tended to check declines 
of securities which stand to gain most 
from large-scale military preparations. 
Likewise, there was some stiffening of the 
commodity markets. 

Meanwhile, annual reports of 1947 
earnings by large industrial operations 
continue at a record pace with Standard 
Oil of Indiana showing net earnings ap- 
proximately 30 per cent higher than in the 
previous year. 

Hovering over the entire industrial out- 
look is the work stoppage in the coal 
fields. This, according to experts, will 
force a complete shut-down by the steel 
companies with a resultant stagnation in 
a large segment of manufacturing and 
have adverse effects on rail securities. 

On the brighter side, there is the almost 
certain knowledge that the Treasury will 
finish the year with a surplus nearing 
$8,000,000,000, while a reduction in Fed- 
eral taxes seems assured, even though 
President Truman has committed himself 
to a veto of any tax cuts. The Treasury 
surplus and the tax cut will serve to spur 
industry. 


Merchant Marine 

Commitments given by owners of 
American and Foreign registered tankers 
purchased from the Maritime Commission 
since the development of the recent oil 
shortage to restrict their operations to 
domestic coastwise and nearby trades to 
1 May are released with loadings effec- 
tive 1 May. 

Charters of American flag tankers to 
aliens will be approved by the govern- 
ment shipping agency where period of 
charter does not extend beyond 30 Sept. 
1948, for vessels loading on and after 15 
March. Applications for charters to 
aliens for periods beyond that date will 
be individually treated on merits. 

A new and faster service to West Africa 
from Atlantic Coast ports was announced 
this week by the American South African 
Line. With sailings every two weeks in- 
stead of every three, the new sailings 
will provide service direct from New York 
to the Belgian Congo, down to Angola, 
and back up to Monrovia. Ships will ar- 
rive at Matadi, Belgian Congo, 16 days 
after departure from New York. 

San Francisco on 11 March became the 
third United States seaport foreign trade 
area where goods may be landed without 
payment of duty. Advocates of the zone 
hope to develop a $200,000,000 annual 
business in the area. 

The fleet of government-owned ships 
out on private charter now totals 1011, 
about the same number in privately- 
owned fleets. One year ago, over twice 
as many ships were under charter as were 
privately owned. The rate of redelivery 
continues to be two ships a day. 

The Swedish-American line plans to 
place three 17-knot freighters in the 
North Atlantic trade. Two others are also 
to be constructed for the company’s Great 
Lakes service. The new ships will be 
completed between 1949 and 1951. 

Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey recent- 
ly announced the purchase of 40 radar 
sets for its tanker fleet. It is the first step 
in equipping Esso’s 90-ship fleet with 
radar.

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RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 

Technical preeminence is fundamental to 
air-power, This can be achieved only through 
intensive research and development, The 
frontiers of aeronautical knowledge must be 
continually explored and pushed back 
through research to obtain new information 
required for the development of our air 
equipment. 

Although research and development outlay 
amount to only about 7 per cent of the Gov- 
ernment’s total areonautical expenditures the 
entire aeronautical program is shaped around 
the results which are achieved. 

If the United States is to retain leadership 
in the air, it is requisite to finance an in- 
tensive well-balanced program of research 
and development geared to military and civil 
needs. 

The Government agencies concerned, and 
the aircraft industry, should adhere to the 
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functions and responsibilities set forth in 

the national aeronautical research policy of 

March 21, 1946, to assure a unified effort to 

provide the Nation sound aeronautical re- 

search and development. 

Successful conduct of aeronautical research 
and development is of prime importance in 
achieving air supremacy. Numbers (however 
large) of second-rate aircraft do not consti- 
tute air power, Air power requires quality 
aircraft, To develop aircraft whose perform- 
ance is second to none requires intensive 
effort by all groups concerned with research 
and development. They must work as a team 
to assure maximum achievement, 

The national aeronautical research policy 
of March 21, 1946, agreed to by the Army Air 
Force, the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, 
and the aircraft industry, delineates the 
areas of effort in which each group func- 
tions to provide research and development on 
civil and military aircraft and equipment. 
The Board endorses this policy, in particu- 
lar the division of functions and responsibil- 
ities, since the most progressive research and 
development results only when each group 
understands its duties. 

Relationship of educational and scientific 
institutions to the Government's areonautica] 
research and development program is not in- 
cluded in the 1946 policy. Effective utilization 
of the aeronautical research potential of edu- 
cational and scientific institutions should be 
integrated. 

The National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics and the Research and Develop- 
ment Board of the National Military Es- 
tablishment should expedite preparation of 
a unified plan for transonic and super- 
sonic research and development facilities 
required in the national interest. 
Advances in aviation brought by World 

War II, particularly application of jet and 
rocket engines to aircraft, have completely 
revolutionized aeronautical science. Jet-pro- 
pelled planes have flown in the transonic 
range (600 miles an hour upward). They will 
fly at supersonic speeds (650 miles an hour 
and up, depending on altitude and other con- 
ditions). These are speed areas in which our 
knowledge is very meager, Facilities available 
for exploring these areas are extremely lim- 
ited. However, technical information available 
even in 1945 showed that development of 
supersonic aircraft and guided missiles was 
possible by any country willing to make the 
necessary technical effort, United States fail- 
ure to make this effort will jeopardize con- 
tinued air leadership. 

Physical facilities required for transonic 
and supersonic research and development of 
aircraft and guided missiles are so expen- 
sive they can be furnished only by Govern- 
ment. The NACA and the Research and De- 
velopment Board are preparing a coordi- 
nated program of facilities required in the 
national interest. Since adequate research and 
development facilities are essential for con- 
tinued United States aviation leadership, this 
plan should be expedited. 

The National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics should coordinate basic aero- 
nautical research to insure a sound co- 
operative effort to meet the military and 
civil needs. 

The National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics is the Government’s aeronautical re- 
search agency. Over two-thirds of Govern- 
ment funds for aeronautical research are al- 
located to the NACA, This makes it the 
logical group to coordinate basic aeronauti- 
cal research required to meet military and 
civil needs. 

Prior to World War II effective coordina- 
tion of fundamental research was carried out 
by the NACA, Machinery exists to continue 
that coordination. However, due to increased 
emphasis on research brought by the war. 
new groups have entered the field and much 
larger sums of money are devoted to solu 
tions of new problems. Thus a need has risen 
to improve the mechanics of coordination. To 
insure the same effective coordination that 
existed prior to the war the NACA should 
strengthen its staff to achieve most effective 
coordination of aeronautical research. 

The Research and Development Board of 
the National Military Establishment should 
integrate the needs of the military services 
in planning and guiding a sound program 
of applying research results to development

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of superior aircraft, missiles, and other 

aeronautical equipment. 

The National Security Act of 1947 provided 
for establishment within the National Mili- 
tary Establishment of a Research and De- 
velopment Board to “advise the Secretary of 
Defense as to the status of scientific research 
relative to the national security, and to assist 
him in assuring adequate provision for re- 
search and development on scientific prob- 
lems relating to the national security.” 

The two most important of these functions 
are— 

(a) Coordination of research and develop- 
ment plans of the three military services 
to produce a single program. with dupli- 
cation eliminated and gaps filled, that will 
provide research and development com- 
mensurate with military needs. 

(b) Advising the Secretary of Defense 
and the Joint Chiefs of Staff on research 
and development trends which may have 
military implications, 

Responsibility of the Research and De- 
velopment Board extends beyond aviation, 
but the aeronautical element probably is 
more important. Execution of this provision 
of the National Security Act is vital to the 
research and development program. 


The National Military Establishment, in 
the preparation of aeronautical budgets, 
should consider research separately and in- 
dependently from development and both 
should be separated from other budget 
categories. 

It is difficult to distinguish finely between 
research and development, For this reason 
there is often no attempt to separate research 
and development expenditures. It is essen- 
tial that this be done. 

Only about one-fifth of the $300,000,000 1948 
research and development expenditures is 
devoted to research. In view of the critical 
dependence of the entire development program 
on information furnished by research, the dis- 
tinction between the two should be empha- 
sized. A cut in research funds may cripple the 
whole program. A cut in development funds 
may only cause delay or reduce the number of 
prototypes developed, Therefore, the Na- 
tional Military Establishment, in preparing 
its budget, should consider research and de- 
velopment separately. 

Fiscal requirements for research often bear 
no relation to fiscal requirements for develop- 
ment. 

Whenever over-all budget cuts are ordered, 
a flat percentage should not be applied to the 
total research and development programs. 
Instead, research projects should be con- 
sidered separately from those of development. 


The National Military Establishment and 
the National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics should give increased attention to 
the aeromedical problems resulting from 
the severe conditions imposed on airmen 
by high-speed flight. 

Aeronautics has reached the point where 
speed and altitude, range and endurance of 
aircraft have placed an unprecedented load 
on the human body and mind. Design and 
performance of aircraft are constantly pro- 
gressing, but the human body does not 
change. Man can be somewhat accustomed to 
unprecedented conditions of existence, but 
he cannot survive if his basic physical or 
mental limits are exceeded. 

If we are to have greater safety in flight 
and increased effectiveness of the air arms, 
we must look to aeromedical research to de- 
termine man’s limitations and extend the 
Science of human engineering—adaptation of 
machine to man. 


The National Military Establishment 
should fully explore the advantages and 
economies that may be achieved through 
synthetic training equipment and methods. 


Selection and training of individuals to be- 
come airmen have gone far beyond mere 
flight instruction, Complexity of modern air- 
craft, their speed, range, and scope of action, 
makes necessary also instruction in many 
Scientific and engineering fields. Contem- 
Plated long-range operations and need for 
highly trained and specialized personnel to 
insure successful completion of missions 
makes it evident that selection and training 
must extend to many different classes of 
technicians besides pilots. 

_ These considerations coupled with the con- 
tinued trend toward instrument operation of 
aircraft, communications, control, navigation, 
and firing, point to need for a vast training 
program, Such a program will involve enor- 
mous costs which can only be minimized by 
better methods of selection and training. 
Synthetic training equipment and techniques 
Were eminently successful in World War II.

tion, without the backing of military 
strength in the present world can-lead 
only to appeasement.—I see no possible 
way financially to maintain a reasonable 
military posture except on the foundation 
of universal military training.’’ Continu- 
ing, the Secretary of State expressed the 
belief that this would make easier the 
maintenance of the armed forces on a 
voluntary basis, and would strengthen the 
National Guard. 

Secretary Marshall followed this with 
the statement of his belief that “Due to 
the rapid dwindling in the authorized 
strength of the armed forces, the limited 
application of a selective service act is 
apparently necessary and a reconsidera- 
tion of our air program is necessary.” 

Continuing in answer to questioning by 
the many committee members present, 
Secretary Marshall stated that there is 
no alternative except a large standing 
army; and that UMT and limited selec- 
tive service would avoid universal con- 
scription. “We have great power on the 
sea and in the air but the ground forces 
must be built up.” 

Stressing the same ideas in reply to 
committee questioning, Secretary For- 
restal stated that UMT is necessary for 
a long-range program, and limited selec- 
tive service is needed for the short-range 
program of meeting present needs and to 
fill deficiencies in the armed forces. 

Replying to questions as to the author- 
ized and present strength of the various 
Services, the appropriate Secretaries 
stated that the Army is shy 150,000 of an 
authorized 560,000 strength; the Navy 
with an authorized strength of 664,000 
is short 150,000 in the Navy and Marine 
Corps; and the Air Force, authorized to 
have 401,000 personnel, has 262,000.

“As stated by Secretary Forrestal at a press 
conference last Wednesday, the points dis- 
cussed were subjects in an area of disagree- 
ment between the armed services upon which 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff had not been able to 
reach a determination, General accord was 
reached in all these areas and a number of 
basic decisions affecting the assigned func- 
tions, duties, and responsibilities of the 
three Services were reached during the meet- 
ings. The substance of these decisions, which 
affect the long term development of procure- 
ment programs for the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force will be made public when they have 
been formalized and expressed in specific 
language and approved by the President.

Escort Personnel Allowances 

Secretary of the Army Royall has re- 
quested and submitted, in the name of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, legisla- 
tion to allow “the Secretary of the Army 
to prescribe allowances at such rates as 
may be necessary to provide for adequate 
quarters, subsistence and other incidental 
expenses” for escort personnel utilized in 
the evacuation and return to this country 
for burial of the remains of bodies of 
veterans interred abroad. 

Secretary Royall stated that present 
allowances for food and lodging “are 
seriously inadequate. . . . Individual es- 
corts in most cases find it necessary to 
expend personal funds in order to main- 
tain themselves and discharge their 
duties properly. As a result, escort duty 
is unattractive to qualified personnel and 
works a hardship on servicemen assigned 
to such work. Of particular concern is the 
possibility that escort personnel may at- 
tempt to economize at the expense of per- 
sonal appearance.” 

The proposed legislation provides “not 
in excess of $8 per day” in place of the 
present maximum of $5 for enlisted men 
and $7 for officers. 





Gen. Gavin Honored 

Maj. Gen. James M. Gavin, Command- 
ing General, 82d Airborne Division, has 
been presented the Third Army’s Certifi- 
cate of Achievement, “for outstanding 
achievement as Commanding General of 
the 82d Airborne Division, Ft. Bragg, N. 
C., from 1 January 1947 to 1 March 1948.” 


Surgery for Mental Ills 

Phycho-surgery, the medical art that 
cures or modifies abnormal behavior 
through surgical operations on the brain, 
was discussed Thursday, 18 March, by 
Dr. Walter J. Freeman, Professor of 
Neurology at George Washington Uni- 
versity and President of the American 
Board of Psychiatry and Neurology, be- 
fore the monthly medical meeting of the 
Army Surgeon General, at Sternberg 
Auditorium, Army Medical Center, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Dr. Freeman pioneered with Dr. James 
W. Watts the use in this country of 
lobotomy, an operation in which the white 
matter of the frontal lobes of the brain 
is incised. He included in his lecture 
working hypotheses for operations on the 
brain to relieve mental disorders, also the 
direct relationship of certain psycho- 
surgical procedures to retention of the 
skills of an individual, his post operative 
social adjustment, position in the social 
scheme, and his artistic, creative and 
spiritual life.

Study Industrial Mobilization 

A selected student body of 155 leaders 
in Chicago’s spheres of industry, eco- 
nomics and education will attend a two 
weeks’ course in the problems of eco- 
nomic and and industrial mobilization to 
be presented by the Industrial College of 
the Armed Forces 7-18 June at the Chi- 
cago Museum of Science and Industry. 
The course will be the first of its kind 
brought to Chicago under the joint spon- 
sorship of the Armed Forces. 

Under a special long-range program in- 
augurated last January, a series of six 
two-week courses, one each month, will 
be brought to key industrial centers 
throughout the nation in 1948. Attend- 
ance will be by specially selected person- 
nel who may be expected to fill key posi- 
tions in industry and in the field of edu- 
cation within the next decade. 

The course will include lectures by fore- 
most authorities in military and civilian 
fields on the principles of economic mobil- 
ization in a manner to promote a better 
understanding of the complex and ever- 
changing problems to be encountered in 
mobilizing and administering the national 
economy in future emergencies, 








Negro Troops Educated 


A new type of military training de- 
signed to increase military efficiency and 
advance the education of negro troops 
has been instituted at the Kitzingen Basic 
Training Center, Kitzengen, Germany. 

According to a report received this 
week approximately 300 negro troops are 
studying academic subjects which range 
from the first grade level through the 
eighth grade. Military personnel who 
have completed high school or college 
serve as instructors. The project is being 
-arried out at what was once a German 
military air base and until recently was 
used by the U. 8. Air Force. It has now 
been converted into a large training camp, 
the installation is now known as Kitzingen 
Basic Training Center. 

Brig. Gen. Lewis C, Beebe, commanding 
general, is conducting the project on the 
ground that proper utilization of all the 
Army’s manpower almost dictates that 
opportunity for learning be provided 
those who have not had the chance for 
full education.
